MT. ETNA. 
THE LAVA FLOOD AGAIN RISING. 
Lonpon, March 21.—An eruption of Mt. 
Etna has begun, accompanied by earthquake, 
causing a panic in the vicinity. Several 
houses have fallen. 


Mt. Etna is situated in the northeastern 
part of the Isle of Sicily, near the coast, and 
but a short distance from the flourishing 
town of Catania. Its summit is 10,874 feet 
above the level of the sea, but the mountain 
has not less than eighty secondary 
cones, all of which at irregular intervals dis- 
charge lava, cinders, and ashes. More than 
sixtv eruptions ot Mount Etna are recorded 
in history, the most disastrous of which oc- 
curred in 1792, 1811, 1819, and 1882. Unlike 
most volcanoes, which break out only ocea- 
sionally, Etna is never entirely quiet, but its 
eruptions have never been as serious as those 
of Vesuvius, and the Sicilians have gener- 


‘ally managed to move away in time to avoid 


its full force.

HELD FOR EXTRADITION. 
WADGE, THE ENGLISH FORGER. 

New Yor«k, March 21.—[Speeial. - United 
States Commissioner Osborn decided today to 
hold Erwin Archer, alias Edwin Harvey 
Wadge, for extradition to England on the 
charge of.forgery. The Commissioner said, 
in his @pinion, there was no doubt 
that the crime of forgery had been 
committed, because the evidence of crimi- 
nality was sufficient to warrant the conclu- 
sion. ‘Lhe prisoner had pleaded not guilty, 
and had endeavored to prove a state of facts 


_and circumstances to the effect that he was 


not the person who imposed upon Charles II. 
Boorman. He claims to have been in Plym- 
outh on Nov. 24 last, and seeks to prove by a 
transaction in which he was interested, 
which took place on that day, that he must 
have been in Piymouth. The Commissioner 
said he had carefully considered the bank- 
books containing entries and the dates 
in them, and the statements that 
the prisoner on Nov. 24 personally 
drew the check payable to himself from the 
dank in Plymouth. The testimony of the 
two Falveys was only of a circumstantial 
character, not absolute in its force, but sub- 
ject to errors of memory and bias of feeling 
and interest on behalf of the accused.’’ Great 
Britain had asked for the extradition of the 

risoner through the proper channels. 

Everything was regular, and good faith im- 
pelled the law oflicers of both countries to 
execute the provisions of the treaty.

THE MILK WAR. 
THE FARMERS STILL HOLDING OUT. 

New York, March 21.—There was a great- 
er scarcity of milk here this morning than 
on any day since the war between the farm- 
ers and the milk-dealers, which began a week 
ago. The milkmen today were willing to 
give any price for milk, but it was impossible 
to obtain sufficient to supply their customers. 
A great- portion of the milk that did reach 
here came down the Hudson on barges. The 
farmers offer to contract their entire produc- 
tion upon a basis of three and one-half cents 
per quart for the entire year, and claim to be 
fighting for living prices and to keep skims 
and doctored milk from entering New York. 
The business-men and property-holders of 
Oran County are subscribing liberally to 
aid the farmers in their fight. They have 
resolved to raise $10,000 as a fund, 
most of which has already been 
pledged, to be used to help the 
farmers, who are too poor to meet their losses 
and pay for milk destroyed. A large meet- 
ing of milk-producers was held at Goshen on 
Monday, and it was resolved notto ship a 
car from thatplace. After giving the village 
its supply for nothing 3.000 quarts were 
thrown into the gutter. 

Dealers offered milk producers three cents 
a quart the first half of the month and three 
and a half cents for the remainder of the 
month. The offer was refused. Producers 
propose to make arrangements with dealers 
outside the exchange.

THE RIVER COM MISSION. 


Capt. Eads Again Squeiched by the 
Commigsion—Full of Ire, He Sends in 
His Resicnation. 

New ORLEANS, La., March 21:—-[Special.] 
—The Mississippi River Commission, which 
arrived here last evening from an-inspection 
of the works below Cairo, held a meeting at 
noon today on board their steamboat, the 
Mississippi, at the head of Lafayette street, 
at which Capt. Eads was present. He had 
not been with the commission on their in- 
specting tour, but remained in this city and 
at the jetties. The chief topic of discussion 
was the alleged danger of the diversion of 
the waters of the Mississippi from the pres- 
ent channel into the Atchafalaya and the 
best means of meeting such a 
threatened calamity.

He favored the closi of the 
Atchafalaya at the outlet by a solid wall, the 
effect of which, he said, would be to increase 
the velocity of the current and its ability to 
scour out the channel through his jetties to 
the sea.

Costs are 
amazing and titles too often insecure, and it is a 
safe estimate that $2 of estate is utred to 
pay $l of the debts of any resident. ere is a 
measure which only needs to be * — dolby 
Last fall I presented it to audiences in twenty- 
one counties and cities, and the people jumped 
at it. They understood something of the evil, 
but they were surprised to hear there was a 
remedy. The Funders, as a party, very unwisely 
took issue on it iu the Legislature and denounced 
it ou the hustings. This is but one of a halt dozen 
local or State questions. The Readjusters will 
stand for a fair and compact apportionment 
bill, which, by contrast wita the present gerry- 
tmandered districts, makes the latter indefensi- 
ble.

Sworn Statements of Intimidation in 
South Carolina by Democratic Bed- 
Shirts. 

CotumatA, S. C., March 21.—[Snecial. |— 
The case of the United States against sundry 
citizens of Fairfield County, on the charge 
of violating Secs. 5,440 and 5,511 of the Re- 
vised Statutes of the United States, was re- 
sumed today in this city before Commission- 
er John Banskett. Twelve witnesses were 
examined for the Government. The follow- 
ing questions were asked each witness: ** Are 
you a voter?“ * Where did you go to vote at 
the last election?” Did you vote?“ 
‘““Why not?” To thesé questions the in- 
variable answers were: “lama voter.” “I 
went to the Monticello Precinct to vote.“ 
“I did not vote because the crowd 
of white Democrats around the Us pre- 
vented me.“ The witnesses explained how 
they and many other colored men had been 
intimidated by armed Red Shirts. The 
stated that two of the defendants station 
themselves in front of the polls and warned 
off all negroes who did not intend to vote 
the Democratic ticket. One defendant was 
armed witha plank, in which were driven 
large sharp nails, while another flourished 
in the air a dagger. The prosecution has 
only two other witnesses, and the defense 
have not determined whether to attempt to 
rebut the testimony adduced or waive 
further examination and give bond for their 
appearance at the Charleston court next 
month. This case will be brought to a close 
tomorrow. ‘These election cases are creating 
a great excitement all over. the State, and 
tne people are thoroughly aroused. 


Progress of the Election- Fraud Cases at 
New Orleans.

In its 
amended shape the bill will be reported back 
to the House tomorrow, and the Senate bill 
will be similarly amended when it comes up 
on second 5 and, singularly enough, 
Mr. Hesing himse t professes to be perfectly 
well pleased with the changein the bill, 
for the reason that it will limit the 
annual expenditure of money and secure bet- 
ter, because less hasty, work on the part of 
the contractors. While Senators Condee and 
the other opponents ot the bill. promise to 
wage War on the thing to the very last, the 
general impression in legislative circies is 
that the amendmenis to the bill have 
strengthened the prospects of its passage. It 
appears, too, that John N. Jewett, A. A. Car- 
penter, and others, representing the Citizens’ 
Association, liberally indorsed the scheme 
when down here, their talk for it would 
seem to have helped it along. Hesing and 
Adams and all the other friends of the meas- 
ure are correspondingly jubilant, now that 
they have taken the sting out of it, and open- 
ly boast that nothing on earth can stop its 
passage through both Houses. 


GRAIN SHIPMENTS. 
THE COMMISSIONERS’ INQUIRY INTO THE 
WEIGHING TROUBLES. : 

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 21.—[Special.|—

BUCKET-SHOPS, 
ARGUMENT OF JUDGE LAWRENCE, REPRE- 
SENTING THE BOARD OF TRADE. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 21.—[Special.]— 
Judge C. B. Lawrence, of Chicago, made an 
argument this afternoon before the House 
Committee on Corporations in opposition to 
the Bucket-Shop bill. For several years, the 
Judge said, he had been the attorney of the 
Chicago Board of Trade, and he came to 
Springfield at their request in the hope of 
making some statements which might im- 
part information to the General Assembly. 
He described the mode of doing business on 
the board and the telegraphic service on the 
floor, by means of which the bucket-shops are 
furnished with quotations. A few years ago 
the board allowed members to place tickers in 
their offices so that they could obtain reports 
without being in constant attendance on the 
board. Two years ago the bucket-sliops 
were opened—places where bets were simply 
made on the prices of grain and provisions, 
with no expectation of delivery of the arti- 
cles bargained for. This had come to be a 
great evil in Chicago, and the Board of 
Trade had notified the telegraph companies 
admitted to the floor that if they continued 
to furnish information of market quota- 
tions to the bucket-shops the priv- 
ileges extended to them would be 
withdrawn. The bucket-shops combined 
in opposition to this order and secured 
injunctions to restrain the board from carry- 


ing outits purpose or the telegraph com- 
yanies from complying with the demand. 
ithe Board of Trade asked the dissolution 
of the injunctions on tke ground that the 
character of the bucket-shops made them 
ambling institutions, and also because the 
— of the chamber was under the exclusive 
control of the board. The cases had been 
earried through various courts, and the ques- 
tion was now virtually settied in favor of the 
board. In their emergency, the bucket-shop 
men had come to the Legislature to secure 
the enactment of a law to compel the board 
to furnish them this information in regard 
to prices. The bill for that purpose should 
be entitled “A bill to protect gamblers in 
wheat and to encourage thei in the Dusi- 
ness.” The bucket-snops, in the Judge’s 
opinion, were nefarious Institutions, and the 
bus@ess they carried on was more danger- 
ous and did more harm than the faro and 
keno banks of the city. The question was 
how far the General Assembly would inter- 
fere to encourage and uphold such gam- 
bling operations. ‘The State of IIIinois 
ought not to be enrolled upon its 
statute-books as supporting and protecting 
this form of gambling. The business was 
uniformly profitable because it was dishon- 
estly conducted. It was a dangerous seduc- 
tion to the young men of the city. He au- 
vised the committee to 2 a bill mak- 
ing it as much a penal offense to keep a 
bucket-shop as to keep a faro-bank. he 
Board of Trade, compo of 2,000 of 
the most responsible business-men of Chi- 
cago, secured at great expense the market 
quotations of the world. The coolness of 
the proposition contained in this Dill 
was shown in the claim that persons 
not members of the board were entitled 
to these quotations for gambling purposes 
without the consent of the board and without 
paying therefor. The board did not conceal 
its prices, but on the contrary they were 
made publie through the press, and there- 
—— . 57 was no occasion for the passage of 
this 5 

Judge Lawrence took ocension, during the 
opening of the argument, to refer rather 
slightingly to the press, declaring that he did 
not put much confidence in newspaper re- 
ports. Subsequently he read lengthy ex- 
tracts from various journals denunciatory of 
bucket-shops, and containing reports 
of the decisions of courts in 
the pending suits, and finally. he 
displayed a pocketbuok completely filled 
with newspaper clippings, with which he 
supported his own statements. For a per- 
son who has no confidence in press com- 
meuts and reports the Judge seemed to be 
so well supplied with the documents that the 
committee smiled. The bill will come up 
for further discussion in the committee to- 
morrow. 


THE COMMITTEES. 
BOADS. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 21.—[Special.]— 
The House Revenue Committee unanimously 
recommended Mr. Littler’s bill to encourage 
the construction of permanent State roads. 
The bill is very simple, embracing only four 
sections, the last one being added upon the 
suggestion of ex-Supreme Judge Anthony 
Thornton, of Shelbyville. ‘The bill provides 
for appropriating from the State Treasury a 
sum equal to what each county raises for 
road purposes, requiring, however, that road 
money shall only be expended by contract 
and under the direction of competent civil 
engineers.

REVENUE REFORM. 

The same committee will recommend the 
adoption of Mr. Linegar’s revenue-reform 
resolution, with an amendment referring the 
subject to the joint Revenue Committees of 
the two Houses. 

PENAL INSTITUTIONS. 

The House Committee on Penal and Re- 
forinatory Institutions agreed to the Chester 
Penitentiary appropriations, as asked for by 
the Chester authorities, and will recommend 
to the Committee on Appropriations a pro- 
vision for the erection at Chester of a hos- 
pital for insane convicts. Maj. McClaughrey 
was before the committee, ana upon his re- 
quest an appropriation of $2,000 for increas- 
ing the capacity of we gas-wuiks at the Jol- 
iet Penitentiary was agreed to. 

MINE INSPECTION. 

The Joint Committee on Mines and Mining 
are enguged in discussing the draft of a pro- 
posed law providing for State inspection of 
mines. The principal features have met the 
committee's approval, and the bill will proba- 
bly be perfected in its details in a day or two. 
The general scheme of the bill provides for 
the division of the State into five inspection 
districts. One Inspector, appointed by the 
Governor on the recommendation of a Board 
of Examiners appointed by the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, is to have charge of the 
inspection in each district at a ° salary 
of $1,800 a year. Each county in an 
inspection district is authorized, if it so de- 
sires, to appoint a local or assistant In- 
spector, who reports to the District Inspector, 
2 the latter to the Bureau of Labor Statis- 

ics. 
SPECIAL LEGISLATION. 

The Senate Railroad Committee listened to 
Judge ‘Tilden’s exposition of his patent in- 
terlocking switch and crossing signal scheme, 
and Senator ‘Tanner will introduce 
a bill tomorrow permitting railroad com- 
panies to run past crossings where they use 
the device. 

PRUNING-KNIFE APPLIED. . 

The joint committee to visit State charita- 
ble instituuons sharpened its knife again to- 
day and slashed out $28,600 worth of the ap- 
propriation recommended by the State Board 
of Charities for the Anna Insane Asylum.

PETITIONS AND PETITIONS. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 21.—{Special.]—The 
Senators began unloading their delayed peti- 
tions on the opening of tne Senate this morning, 
and kept it up for the space of about ten min- 
utes. The result was a raft of prayers from 
citizens ia various parts of the State on the sub- 
jects of high license, woman's suffrage, probibi- 
tion, and against the withholding of market 
quotations.

NEW BILIS. 

Senator Mason introduced several bills, in- 
cluding the measure referred to yesterday, and 
designed to prevent hotel and theatre holocausts, 
and ope brought down bere by Corporation- 
Counsel Adams, of Chicago, allowing a city, 
where it bas condemned a whole street, to 
abandon a part of it without abandoning the 
whole. This cannot be done under the present 
law, desirable as it has frequentiy been, 
especially in Chicago. A third bill, by the same 
Senator, authorizes the Postmaster of each 
House to hang around ten days after the ad- 
journment of the Legislature to receive and 
forward the members’ mail. 

SEWERAGE. 

Senator Condee introduced a bill allowing 
municipalities off from a water-course to obtain 
the right of way tosuch water-course for sew- 
erage purposes. The Town of Cicero is now 
shut of from proper sewerage, and the object 


of the bill is to provide it and other places 80 
situated with an outlet. 


SALTING THE “SPECIALISTS.”’ , 
Senator Shumway introduced the bill already 
sented tn the House to prevent fraudulent, 
mmoral, or criminal advertising or solicitation 
in connection with the practice of medicine and 
surgery.

WEIGHING COAL AT MINES. 

Senator Seiter called up his bili to provide for 
the weighing of coal at the mines. The com- 
mittee ameudments were adopted and the bill 
advanced to third reading. In its pres- nt shape 
the bill requires the owner, agent, or operator 
of each and every coal mine or colliery in this 
State to furnish and place upon the switch or 
railroad track adjacent thereto a track-scaie” 
of standard manufacture, and to weizh all coal 
hoisted from said mine or colliery before or at 
the time of being loaded on cars, wagons, or 
other vebicle of transportation: Provided, that 
in cases where track-scales cannot be used, or the 
product of such mine or colliery will not justify 
the expense of a track-scale, owner, agent, 
or operator of the same shall be permitted to fur- 
nish, in lieu of a track-scaie,a platform-scale of 
sufficient capacity to weigh each box as itis 
hoisted from such mine or coiliery.- All coal 
produced in this State isto be weighed on the 
scales as above provided, and the weight so de- 
termined considered the basis upon which the 
miners’ wages shall be compute It is made 
lawful for the miners employed in any coal mine 
or colliery in this State to furnish a Check- 
Weighber at their own expense, whose duty it 
shall be to balace the scales and see that the 
coal is properly weighed, and keep a correct ac- 
count of same, and for this purpose be shall 
have access at all times to the beam- box 
while the weighing is betng rformed. Any 
person, owner, or agent operating a coal mine 
or colliery in this State who shall fail to comply 
witb the provisions of this act, or any person 
who shali obstruct or hinder the carrying out of 
its requirements, is to be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and punished accordingly. 

TO SWEAR OR NOT TO SWEAR. 

Senator Clark called up. as the special order for 
the hour, his motion to reconsider the vote by 
which Senator Secrest's bill requiring Assessors 
to swear everybody on penalty of 4 forfeiture of 
their offices falied to pass. Senator Clark and 
Senator Whiting spoke iu favor of it as a needed 
amendment to secure honest assessments. 
Senators Alusworth and Condee opposed the bill 
ag an incentive to the commission of perjury, 
and claimed that the present law was ample. 

MERRITT’S MATINEE.

WHAT THE REPUBLICANS MAY DO. 
The action of the Republican City Conven- 
tion today will largely determine the out- 
come of the city election, If the Republicans 
who have hitherto taken active part in the 
Independent movement, or approve of its 
purpose, have taken the time and trouble at 
the primaries to elect delegates with suffi- 
cient intelligence and public spirit to com- 
prehend the necessities of the situation, well 
and good. If this class of Republicans have 
remained away from, the primaries, the ward 
politicians will carry the day, and, in the 
ecstasy of a triumph at the primaries 
where they met with no opposition, they may 
sacrifice the one opportunity to defeat the 
Harrison machine.- The occasion is not one 
for the exhibition of party pride or the in- 
dulgence of factional malice. ‘There is no 
impending National election to call out the 
exercise of strict party discipline or to set out 
in a forlorn hope to obtain possession of the 
local machinery for party uses. The issue is 
good local government; the only way to se- 
cure it is to unite all the elements hostile to 
the Harrison system. 
Many of the politicians are said to be 
averse to the indorsement of Mr. Crane’s in- 
dependent nomination, and cite the comple- 
tion of the Independent ticket, which con- 
tains the names of two Democrats and two 
Republicans, as a sufficient excuse for mak- 
ing up anu entirely new ticket. This, of 
course, is a mere pretext. The reason for 
most of the opposition to Mr. Crane’s nomi- 
nation by the Republican Convention may be 
found in the prevailing indifference among 
politicians to the public welfare, and their 
desire to use every political convention for 
the purpose of serving: patrons or working 
out revenges. ‘The average politician re- 
gards even party success las secondary to 
personal gratification of this kind. But 
there are certain conditions which more con- 
siderate Republicans are bound to remem- 
ber. Some of them are as follows: 
Carter Harrison cannot be beaten without 
securing for his opponent the votes of that 
class of Democrats who are disgusted with 
his methods, 
He cannot be beaten by making the Repub- 
lican Convention subservient to a certain 
class of politicians who sympathize with his 
methods, and, on the whole, would rather see 
him elected again than to have a genuine re- 
form inaugurated. 
His reélection means a continuation of the 
loose, ribald rule of the low class of saloon- 
keepers, and their vicious associations, and 
the defeat of such a gang is more desirable 
than mere party discipline. 
He cannot be beaten when there are two 
other candidates in the field, ene a Republican 
and the other an Independent, both of whom 
will look to the responsible classes for their 
support; the division of the opposition will 
make his election doubly sure. 
If these conditions describe the situation 
properly, then it is the plain duty of the Re- 
publican Convention to aid so far as it can 
the scheme to unite the reputable elements 
of society in a practical and combined effort 
to break down the Harrison machine. This 
may be done in one of several ways. 
1, The Republican Convention may resolve 
that the exigencies of the local political situ- 
ation suggest the advisability of dispensing 
with party nominations, and may recom- 
mend all Republicans to support the Citizens’ 
ticket. 
2. It may indorse Mr. Crane’s nomination 
for Mayor and decline to make nominations 
for the other city offices. 
8. It may nominate Mr. Crane for Mayor 
a@d Mr. Dietzsch for City Clerk as Republic- 
ans, and recommend the support of Mr. 


olson for City Attorney, in order not to in- 
terfere with the citizens’ movement and at 
the same time maintain strict party lines. 
Any other course than one of these three 
will probably destroy all chance of overcom- 
ing the Harrison machine. Certainly, if the 
Republicans proceed to nominate a new 
ticket, there is an end of the matter, whether 
the Independent ticket remain in the field or 
not. Andif the Republicans merely accept 
Crane and Dietzsch because they are Repub- 
licans, and nominate other Republicans in 
the place of O’Connor and Richolson, they 
will arouse party resentment among many 
Vemocrats who would otherwise support the 
ticket. It is plain the Irish voters in the 
Second District will not care to rally around 
American and German Republicans on the 
ticket if one of their own most popular men 
(O'Connor, a Finerty Democrat) be rejected 
outright by the Republicans. 

The Republican Convention may decide to 
have nothing to do with the Independent 
ticket, or it may equally abandon the oppor- 
tunity at hand by accepting Crane and filling 
up the ticket with new candidates of Repub- 
lican selection. But it will be folly to dis- 
guise the practical conditions of the situa- 
tion in order to indulge party pride or per- 
sonal revenges. The defeat of Harrison de- 
pends upon a combination of good citizens 
against the bad lot who make up the bulk of 
his support, and ghe turn affairs have taken 
limits the power of the Republicans to aid in 
this work only by giving the reform move- 
ment the benefit of their support. 


PROSPECTS FOR SPRING TRADE. 

Yesterday was the first day of the spring 
quarter, A great many people misunder- 
stand the seasons to begin with the Ist day 
of March, June, September, and December, 
respectively; but in doing so they anticipate 
the seasons thentselves, in addition to violat- 
ing a well-established usage of the civilized 
world. 

We certainly have not experienced much 
spring weather so far in this climate during 
March, 1888. The spring proper opened with 
a snow-fall yesterday in Chicago, which 
lasted long enough to disprove the su pposi- 
tion that we have left grim winter far in the 
rear. In the country around us there are 
yet vast expanses of and snow to be 
melted by the advancing sun, and the Straits 
of Mackinaw are understood to hold more 
ice than at this date in any former year since 
the navigation of the lakes began. Of course, 
itis early yet for much farm work in this 
latitude, and the fact that little is being done 
in the fields tells nothing against the pros- 
pects for next harvest. But the season isa 
little nevertheless; and the fact 
may exercise an important influence on the 
8 of mercantile life, apart from its 

possible bearing on the prosperity of the

factory activity, an 
goods with a rush. But that is the excep- 
tion, not the rule. Country merchants have 
not yet begun to buy actively, and the stocks 
in their hands average small as a conse- 
quence of conservative. buying for several 
months past. So many of them lost money 


by loading up on the boom in the latter part 


of 1881 that they have ever since operated 
very cautiously, and the general tendency 
has rather been to repel trade by keeping 
light stocks than to invite it at the risk of 
additional loss by shrinkage. Not a few 
have feared commercial disaster, and 
trimmed their sails to meet it; while many a 
customer has in turn bought more sparingly 
than usual, though abundantly able to doso, 
being anxious to keep money on hand for a 
possible “ rainy day.” 

On these facts hangs the prospect for the 
trade of the spring season; and they give a 
decided tint of hopefulness for the mer- 
chant, both in city and country. There is 
very much more money in the rural districts 
than ever before. Three years of prosperity 
have made hundreds of thousands compar- 
atively rich, and within the last two months 


there has been almost a broadcast sowing of 


gold coin over the West and South. With 
more money there are smaller stocks of 
goods than ordinary; and the opportunity 
for an active mercantile trade may truly be 
said to have been never before so good 
as now. Practically the only thing nec- 
essary to it is a renewal of the con- 
tidence which was undermined last fall by 
the collapses naturally due to overspecula- 
tion in certain quarters. But the more 
recent past has shown that these were only 
the healthy sloughing of sores on the body 
politic, and not the symptoms of advancing 
disease. The recedence from abnormally 
high prices has been sufficient to invite con- 
sumption without being great enough to 
make sellers poor. With the surcease of agi- 
tation in the National Capital of financial 
matters, there are already sigus of returning 
confidence; and nothing more is necessary 
thereto than the reasonable assurance of 
good crop conditions for the next harvest. 
About the only thing that now seems likely 
to stand in the way of a highly prosperous 
spring and summer is the fact that in a back- 
ward season the farming community are apt 


‘to be too busy in the fields on the advent of 


fine weather to be willing to go to town ”’ 
except in cases of necéssity. 


CHEAPER TELEGRAPHY. 

The United States has the right under the 
law of 1866 to take possession of the Western 
Union and the other telegraph lines of the 
country at their value, and operate them as a 
Government enterprise. Shall it exercise 
that undoubted right? is the question brought 
up by a report from the House Post-Oflice 
Committee the day before Congress ad- 
journed. The Western Union and fifty-four 
other telegraph companies have signed the 
agreement with the Government that this 
might be done. Nothing buta decision on 
the part of Congress that it is advisable to 
do it is, now required. The settlement of 
the price to be paid and the other details of 
the transfer would arrange themselves 
easily enough after the great point had been 
determined that the whole telegraph system 
of the country should be put into official 
hands. 

The report to which we refer was made by 
Mr. Bingham, from the Post-Office Commit 
tee, and recommended that a Telegraph 
Commission be appointed to examine the 
whole subject of the telegraph system of the 
country in its commercial and political as- 
pects. The bill not being submitted until 
the day befere the Forty-seventh Congress 
faded away, no action was taken on it. The 
matter which it broached has been periodic- 
ally before Congress ever since 1866, and is 
certain to come up again and again until itis 
finally settled for good or—as is just as like- 
ly—for bad. 

The law of 1866,-allowing the Government 
the right of ultimate purchase of the tele- 
graph lines, was submitted to by the West- 
ern Union asa kind of compromise to pre- 
vent the incorporation of the formidable Na- 
tional Telegraph Company, to which Con- 
gress was on the point of granting a fran- 
chise that would have made it a very formi- 
dable competitor of the Western Union. By 
this law the Western Union was given five 
years for the undisturbed control of its prop- 
erty, after which the Government might, if 
it wished, take possession of all the company 
had at its fair value. 

The two principal propositions that have 
been made for the purchase of thé telegraph 
lines were the one brought forward by the 
Hon. C. C. Washburn in 1869, and what was 
known asthe Hubbard scheme, which was 
favorably reported to Congress by the House 
Appropriations Committee in 1872. The 
Washburn proposition for the absolute pur- 
chase and exclusive operation of the tele- 
graphs by the Government was indorsed by 
the Postmaster-General and by the President 
of the United States; who, in his annual 
message in 1871, proposed that the Federal 
Government should buy up the whole tele- 
graph plant and turn it over to the Post- 
Office. This was high-water mark for that 
tide. The opposition of the telegraph com- 
pany was so strong that the projects were all 
defeated, and nothing has since been done 
more definit than the recommendation of Mr. 
Bingham’s committee for a Telegraph Com- 
mission, 

The closest observers believe that it is the 
inevitable tendency of the railroads of the 
country to aggregate themselves into one 
great combination which is now being 
evolved before our eyes by the progressive 
perfection of the enlarging pools to control 
railway rates, Telegraphic evolution is man- 
ifestly following the same lines. The famil- 
iar story is retold by the Post-Oflice Commitiee 
of the deglutition of one telegraph company 
‘after another by the Western Union. There 
now remain but three competitors, the Balti- 
more & Ohio, the Rapid, and the Postal, and 
they are not really considerable as yet, what- 
ever they may grow to be by combination 
among themselves. 

Two characteristic incidents are related by 
the committee, showing how the Western 
Union has abused its privileges. One of the 
most potent means used by the Western 
Union to embatrass its rivals and compel 
them one after another to lie down with it 
and within it was litigation to defeat the 
operation of the act of 1866, under which it 
was intended to grant them all the right of 
way along the railroad post routes of the 
United States. But when a telegraph com- 
pany chartered by the State of Florida, with 
the exclusive right of building telegraph 
lines in that State, interfered to forbid 
it to lay its wires across that State, 
the Western Union “pleaded its rights 
under the act of 1866, which thereto- 
tore it had always denied to other 
telegraph companies,” and it was success- 
ful. But a still greater obstacle to the devel- 
opment ot cheaper telegraphy in this coun- 
try, the committee declare, has been the use 
it has made of the Page patent, which it 
procured by a piece of sharp practice. A 
bill was passed in 1868 to confer an honora- 
ble recognition upon Charles G, Page for his 
telegraph patents. This was distorted by 
the Western Union into a revival of the 
Morse patents, which the company finally 
accomplished in 1871. Under this claim,’ 
— the committee, “the Western Union 

has undertaken since then to monopolize 
the telegraph business by annoying litigation 
against all e companies and all rail- 


tvity, and tells that he is selling 


road f road companies using the ordinary deren 
instruments in case they should combine in 
opposition against the Western Union.” 

The conclusions of the committee are very 
emphatically in favor of the assumption of 
the telegraph business by the Government. 
They point out that, notwithstanding all the 
blackmail it has had to pay to get com- 
petition out of the way, the Western Union 
continues to show enormous gross and net 
earnings, so that, although it increased its 
capital from $41,000,000 in 1880 to $80,000,- 
000 in 1881, the profits of the business have 


enabled it, according to its statements, to 


pay 6 per cent on the doubled capital and ac- 
cumuiate a surplus. This is the strongest 
evidence that the rates can be very much re- 
duced to the people by the construction 
of lines for cash, instead of through 
construction companies, issuing large 
amounts of bonds and stocks as bonus.“ 
The committee further say that they believe 
there are at the disposal of the Government 
methods for the transmission of messages that 
would permit a reduction of 25 to 50 per cent 
on the present charges of telegraphing, and 
at the same time return a liberal profit on the 
investment of the plant. 

That the committee are very much in 
earnest is shown by the atrabiliar thrust 
made at the Western Union in this para- 
graph: 


Objection bas always been made by the Western 
Union Company to the establishment of a postal 
telegraph system controlled by the United States 
Government in connection with the post-olfice 
service of the country, and sundry attempts at 
the establishment of such a postal system have 
been defeated by the interposition of agencies 
unknown to your committee. 


The success of the Government with the 
Post-Office is the epitome of all the answers 
needed to those who object to postal teleg- 
raphy. The telegraph is only a quicker 
way of sending the mails. The telegraph 
properly belongs to the educational and 
postal systems of the country, 
corporation should be permitted to monop- 
olize it for money-making and stock-gam- 
bling. The charges recently made in New 
York by President Garrett, of the Baltimore 
& Ohio Railway, as to the espionage former- 
ly held over cable-messages by the Western 
Union, anda multitude of confirmatory ex- 
periences that might be cited, serve to sharpen 
a growing desire among business-men that a 
public necessity like the telegraph should not 
much longer be monopolized by a private cor- 


} poration. But none the less energetically will 


public opinion demand that no transfer of the 
telegraphs to the Government be made on 
the basis of watered stocks, or until the 
civil service has been put on a non-partisan 
and permanent-during-good-behavior tenure 
that will remove all possibility that the postal 
telegraph may be used as a political weapon 
by either of the great parties. We can ch 
better afford to endure the ills we have than 
to have them intensified at the hands of a 


corrupt and partisan Administration.

BUTLERISM IN NEW ENGLAND. 

Rhode Island is a very little State. It has 
very few people, very small parties, and very 
few voters to the party, and yet there is not 
a political pot in the country boiling so lively 
as that in Rhode Island. Hitherto it has 
been taken for granted that the Republican 
candidate would be elected, and there has 
substantially been no opposition. To be 
nominated was tantamount to an election. 
The result this time, however, is by no 
means assured. Though Sprague, of Canon- 
chet, is not a very inspiring name for a cam- 
paign, anything to beat the Republicans is 
the motto of the opposition. Having received 
an independent nomination from many dis- 
contented voters who want more equal rights 
in voting, he has since been given the 
Democratic nomination, and it is certain 
that he will make a desperate fight. What 
would be decided: disadvantages were Mr. 
Sprague running upon the Republican ticket 
will not affect him as the standard-bearer of 
the Independents and Democrats. He has 
bought elections before this, but that is not a 
sin in Democratic eyes. His personal habits 
are not of the best, but it may fairly be ques- 
tioned whether that will not be a help to the 
Democratic suffrages. It would be a great 
scandal to elect him as Governor, but not 
more so than to nominate a man whose career 
has been a succession of scandals for some 
time past. But scandal is not a Democratic 
disqualification, 

In this campaign Sprague will have the 
benefit of two powerful lieutenants, Roger 
A. Pryor, of New York, and Benjamin But- 
ler, Governor of Massachusetts, who has an 
ulterior object in view. It can never be 
exactly aflirmed that a gentleman of Mr. 
Butler's peculiar style of optics is really re- 
garding the object he appears to be looking 
at. It may seem that he has his eyes on 
Sprague’s election when he is looking at 
something else, forif Rhode Island should 
go Democratic this time Butler, of course, 
would put it in his own pocket 
for future use in any Presidential 
emergency. For some extraordinary reason 
Butlerism is popular among New England 
Democrats. The Boston Journal notes the 
change, and says: The old, respectable, 
but Bourbonish Democracy of New England 


appears to be losing its hold on Democratic 


voters and to be tending towards new lead- 
ers. It demands something of the reckless 
fervor of Jackson and less of that conserva- 
tism which has characterized the old Demo- 
cratic leaders of New England.“ As Butler 
is the unquestioned leader of the Democracy 
of Massachusetts there can be little doubt, 
under the tendency which has been ex- 
pressed above, that he will make Sprague 
the leader of the Democrats in Rhode Island, 
which will be equivalent to making him- 
self the leader of the Democracy in both 
States. The only question that remains in 
doubt is, whether Butler, Sprague & Co. can 
capture the Democrats as a whole. If But- 
lerism is strong enough to give Fr. Sprague 
the entire party without reservation, and his 
independent, equal-rights following is of any 
size, he will give the Republicans great 
trouble. It may be possible that the wave of 
Butlerism will land him in the Gubernato- 
rial chair again. The spectacie would be as 
strange as it would be grotesque and scan- 
dalous.

CHICAGO TAX-EATERS AT SPRINGFIELD. 

The success of the City-Hall lobby at 
Springfield in procuring from the Senate 
Committee on Municipalities a favorable re- 
port on the bill excepting the City-Hall from 
the 2 per cent limit on taxation can only be 
accounted for on the ground of natural sym- 
pathy between. tax-eaters. The Chicago 
Common Council, a tax-eating body, appeals 
to the State Legislature, another tax-eating 
body, for the privilege of expending some 
$600,000 or $700,000 over and above the au- 
thority given by law, and, though the Legis- 
lature’ is composed mainly of Republicans 
and the Common Council mainly of Demo- 
crats, the bond of sympathy as comuion tax- 
eaters is so strong that the proposition is 
recommended by the committee for serious 
consideration. 

The bill in question has so far received the 
approval of only one committee in one 
House. Beforé it proceeds any further it 
shouid be referred to the Judiciary Commit- 
tee to secure an opinion as to its constitu- 
tionality. It comes before the Legislature in 
the shape of an amendment to the present 
law, and its terms are as follows:

As to the constitutionality of this tax-eat- 
ing amendment there are two conditions to 
be taken into account—viz. : 

1. It is certain that the State Constitution 
prohibits the passage of special legislation. 

2. The bill in question is in the nature of 
special legislation if its terms narrow the au- 
thority it confers to one city or one public 
building. This may be ascertained by prop- 
er inquiry. 

Whenever the question of special legisia- 
tion has come up before the Supreme Court 
that tribunal has construed the prohibition 
to the strictest application, and it will un- 
doubtedly do so in this case. If the prohibi- 
tion of special legislation could be evaded in 
every case where the tax-eaters think it de- 
sirable the clause would be a deception and a 
fraud. In the present case there is not the 
slightest doubt that the collection of an extra 
tax in excess of the 2 per cent limit will be 
resisted by taxpayers, and the probability is 
that the Supreme Court will sustain their ob- 
jections as valid. Is it advisable for the Leg- 
islature to throw the tax-collections of this 
city in confusion and place the entire levy 
for the yearin jeopardy in order to gratify 
some special interests ? 

There is another way to look at this propo- 
sition. It is much more essential to the peo- 
ple of Chicago that there should be an addi- 
tional fund for an increase of the police force, 
for the better enforcement of the sanitary and 
building laws, and for the cleaning and light- 
ing of the streets than for the rapid comple 
tion of the new City-Hall. Why should the 
latter work be favored, even if it may be done 
constitutionally, in preference to other and 
greater necessites of our City Government? 
Is the mere fact that a Board of Aldermen 
and a combination of contractors desire it a 
sufficient warrant for making so unfair a 
discrimination ? 

A third view of the matter is this: There 
isan available means to collect the additional 
revenue needed for the rapid completion of 
the City-Hall, and also for the other neces- 
sities of city government, without repealing 
the tax limit and establishing a precedent 
which is likely to remove the only safeguard 
which the municipal communities of Lilinois 
have against the rapacity of tax-eaters. 
Whenever the Chicago Council will respond 
to the demands of the people and the ex- 
igencies of public decency by fixing an ade- 
quate saloon license, abundant revenue will 
be forthcoming without adding to the 
burdens of general taxation. ‘The friends of 
high license in the Legislature should oppose 
this bill with one accord, and that opposition 
should be backed up by every man who ap- 
preciates the value of the prohibition of 
special legislation and of a fixed restraint 
upon the power of tax-eaters. It is not the 
immediate increase of Chicago taxes by 
$600,000 or $700,000 (and perhaps much more) 
which is to be deprecated so much as the 
ulterior effect of the proposed legislation.

Evidently 
there is no intention on the part of royalty 
to place itself in the vieinity of dynamite 
when any of its faithful subjects will an- 
swer the purpose. It is a little remarkable 
that the Czar himself does not remain in the 
security afforded by his present quarters and 
send some one of his Ministers and have 
himself crowned by proxy. The upshot of 
the business might not be so personally dis- 
agreeable. 


Pror. Boyrsen, the eminent Scandina- 
vian scholar, has expressed the opinion that 
King Oscar of Sweden and Norway will be- 
fore long abandon his present prerogative, 
as he claims it, of vetoing the acts of 
the Storthing, notwithstanding it has re- 
cently, resolved to impeach his Ministry. 
This would grant to the Norwegians a larger 
degree of constitutional liberty. The Con- 
servatives, however, affect to believe that 
the recent marriage of the Crown Prince to 
the granddaughter of the German Emperor 
will induce Germany to interfere against any 
loss of power to the King. Prot. Boyesen, 
on the other hand, does not believe there is 
any danger of interference from that source.

Tur story of the struggies of Miss Anna

To Miss Oliver personally they 
did pot object. She was a modest, intelligent, 
earnest Christian woman, but she was a woman, 
and had no business to preach. Hampered and 
hindered in her efforts, and convinced at last 
that ministers, who should of all men be most 
liberal and wharitable, were hopelesiy narrow- 
minded and ‘prejudiced, she has resigned her 
pastorate.

The primaries were quiet, and only a moderate 
voie was brought out. The delegates to the 
City Convention in the elev precincts were 
unpledged. except those in the Eighth, whe 
were instructed for Monroe Heath for Mavor. 
It was Understood that in ali the other precincts 
tue dvleyates favor a straight Repupiican ticket. 
For Alderman the south part ot the ward went 
neariy unanimous for Hull, while the Madison 
street precincts, with one or two exceptions, are 
for B. Van Buren.

THIRTEENTH WARD. 

At the Thirteenth Ward primary 485 votes 
were cast, of which oniy six were in opposition 
to the ticket elected. Both the city and town 
delewations are unpledged. Wut the city dele- 
gates are generally conceded to ve aunitin 
favor of *indorsing Crane and Dietzsch and then 
adjourning. There is some talk among them of 
nominating F. 8. Baird, who resides in the ward, 
for City Attorney. The town delcgates are un- 
derstood to favor Dan Healy for Collector. John 
W. Lyke is the unanimous choice for Alderman. 

FOURTEENTH WARD. 

There was but one ticket in the ficid, for which 
600 votes were cast. The delegates, it is under- 
stood, favor a straight Republican ticket. For 
Aiderman, Frank Schack received 450 votes and 
Dennis C. Schermann 150. 

FIFTEENTH WARD. 

In the Fifteenth Ward there was only one 
ticket in the fleid. There were 410 votes cast, 
and all tor William Eisteldt Jr. for Alderman. 
An informai batlot of the delegation to the City 
Convention showed that two-thirds were in 
favor of Commissioner O' Neili for Mayor. On 
the second ballot the delegation was equally di- 
vided between Crabe and somebody eise, pro- 
vided? of course, that O'Neill was not a candi- 
date.

In the Seventeenth Ward there was very little 
interest manifested. Né€itner of the delegations 
is pledged, and since the Aldermanic question 
did not enter into the fight it was impossibie to 
draw any conclusions. The city delegates were 
said to be inst Crane by one faction and for 
him by another, and, as a matter of fact, did not 
know bow they stood themselves, or how they 
would stand today. The town delegates were in 
about the same situation, except that they were 
understood to be for A. G. Lundburg for As- 
seasor. The probabilities are, however, that 
neither delegation will conclude what it wants 
or favors until the ward is called in the conven- 
tions. 

EIGHTEENTH WARD. 

The contest for delegates in the Eigbteenth 
Ward was quite animated, there being two tick- 
ets in the tield—one being what was called silk- 
stocking and the other otherwise. Early in the 
evening the latter bad many supporters present 
and the friends of/the former did not succee 
in mustering enough votes at the wind-up to 
outstrip it. The result was that” the “ other- 
wise ticket was elected by fifty majority. As 
near as could be learned the delegates chosen 
are unpledged, except so far as Mr. Crane is 
concerned, and they will vote for almost any 
other wan before him. Three of the delegates 
seen last evening expressed themselves id favor 
of Mr. Heath. 

Mr. William A. Manierre was chesen candidate 
for Alderman without opposition. Mr. Manterre 
is proprietor of the large warehouses on Kiazie 
street, and is very popular among ali classes in 
the ward.

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TRADE AND LABOR. 


Milwaukee Cigarmakers Demanding a 
Share of the Tax Reduc- 
tion. 


Belief that a General Strike Through- 
out the Country Will Be Pre- 
cipitated. 


Discordant Elements in the Amalgamated 
Association— The Next Elec- 
tion. 


Pig-Iron ufacturers Ready to Shut 
Down—Condition of the 
Trade. 


Milwaukee Cigarmakers Demand High- 
er Wages—A ‘ eneral trike Throuch- 
out the Country Anticipated—The Sit- 

uation at Troy, N. V. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., March 21,—[Special.}— 
The cigarmakers of this city are making ar- 
rangements for a great strike, to be made in 
conjunction with the National and subordi- 
nate cigarmakers’ unions of the United 
States. The trouble hinges upon an action 
taken by the manufacturers in 1874, when an 
increase was made in the tax upon manu- 
factured goods from $5 per 1,000 to $6. When 
the new tariff rate went into effect, nine 
years ago, it caused a great commotion 
among all persons interested in the 
cigar business. The manufacturers de- 
manded from dealers a  correspond- 
ing advance in prices, which was 
refused, the former claiming that money 
would be lost at the new rate uniess there 
was a reduction in the cost of making. They 
then consulted with their employés, and a 
cutzof $1 per 1,000 was made in the wages. 
As the cigarmakers were notina condition 
to withstand a united move of this kind they 
were compelled to submit to a cut in pay to 
to this extent. Now that the rate of taxation 
has been reduced by Congress from $6 to $3 
they ask a corresponding benefit. 

CONCERTED ACTION. 

At a meeting of the Milwaukee Cigar- 
makers’ Union, held last evening,fa commit- 
tee was appointed to confer with the local 
manufacturers and ask an increase of 81 a 
thousand in the price paid for their labor. 
The tax on manufacturing having been re- 
duced, they demand a benefit from it, but 
say they do not expect and will not ask an 
increase covering the whole of the reduction 
made by the Government. This is #3, and 
they propose to divide this between the three 
branches of the business, the manufacturer, 
the dealer, and themselves, giving 
each $1 of the benefit derived from 
the amendment. The manufacturers will 
refuse to comply with these demands, they 
assert, and the cigarmakers will promptly 
strike on May 1, the day on which the new 
rate will go into effect. 

This move, it is claimed, will be partici- 

sated in by every member ot the union in the 

nited States, numbering in the neighbor- 
hood of 75,000 men. in this city there are 
about 800 persons employed In making cigars, 
500 of whoen will take part in the strike. 
Prominent members of the Milwaukee Cigar- 
makers’ Union say that there is no doubt 
that a strike will occur. The union 
men are firm in their demands, and will in- 
sist that their rights are respected, 

„We held out seven months before, and 
we can do it again,“ said one. “You see, 
the manufacturers want all the profits of the 
business, and are not willing to give us a fair 
return for our work. We have organized 
unions throughout the country 1 for such 
an emergency as this, and we will fight for 
our rights to the very last.” 

But are there any probabilities that the 
manufacturers will refuse todo as you re- 
quest?“ 

CONFIDENT OF SUCCESS. 

“Of course. they will refuse. Business is 
light, and they don’t care Whether they work 
the men or not, and 1 suppose a great many 
would be glad of an exctise for shutting 
down. But there will be a demand sooner 
or later, and they will be obliged to com- 
mence work again some time. If it were 
only Milwaukee operatives who are interest- 
ed we wouldn't go so much on it, but every 
cigarmaker in tnis country will be with us, 
and there are 75,000 of chem.“ 

The union men claim that the last year of 
prosperity has filled the treasury of the Na- 
tional Union, and that the country was never 
in a better condition for an aggressive move 
on the part of the laboring men. 

Why.“ said one of the union men, we 
are prepared to incorporate almost every 
branch of labor in this movement. Lou 
must knowewwe are not alone now as we 
were two years ago. -At present the unions 
of all classes of labor are united, and will 
stand by each other to the last.“ 

A visit was made to Aschermann’s estab- 
lishment on South Water street. Mr. Asch- 
ermann was acquainted with the movement 
for a strike, but said he thought it would not 
result in any serious trouble, 

* | think,” said he, that the cigarmakers 
had enough of itat the last strike. They 
held out from November, 1881, to July, 1882, 
and what did they gain by it? Not a thing, 
and they know it. If a general strike is in- 
augurated we shall close upat once. I will 
discharge 7. employé and lock my doors 
until the trouble is over. Ihave had enough 
of strikes and the results of them.”’ 

When asked whatreply the manufacturers 
would make to the demands of the laboring 
men, he said there was one thing they could 
do, and that was to refuse to consider it for 
a moment. 

A THREE-CORNERED FIGHT. 

It will be impossible to do what they ask. 
The dealers are even now demanding a re- 
duction in prices covering the full amount of 
the reduction in the revenue, and many are 
declining to buy unless this is allowed. They 
claim that a reduction in the taxation should 
mean a reduction in prices, so what is left for 
us to do?“ 

This assertion was reported to an officer of 
the union, who said it was all bosh. “Mr. 
Ascherman knowsas well as 1 do that the 
manufacturers can regulate the prices. 
They can say these cigars are held at $40 a 
thousand, and itis only a question of a few 
days when they get $40 for them. He knows 
as Well as 1 do that this is all talk.“ 

Another manufacturing firm, Wetzler 
Bros., said that the reduction in cigarmakers’ 
wages in 1874 was not the result of the in- 
crease in tax, but was a natural outcome of

‘FRISCO OFFICIALS. 


Several of the Golden Gate Authorities 
under Arrest for Alleged Pecula- 
tions. 

San Franctsco, Maren 21.—{Special.}— 
T. C. Vanness was arrested today on a 
charge of embezzling $14,000 of the funds of 
the State. This is the second arrest growing 
out of a series of articles in the Chronicle, 
the first being that of C. D. Bunker, the in- 
cumbent of the office of State Immigration 
Commissioner, charged with appropriating 
to his own use nearly $40,000 of the funds of 
California. ‘The history of the office is a 
most peculiar ne. It was created by the 
Democratic Legislature eight years ago. 
Vanness was the first incumbent. He held 
his position four years. During that interval 
he collected something like $380,000, for 
which he never made an account, 
The State Controller, whose duty is to hold 
officers to their accountability, appears never 
to have made any d&mand upon Vanness, 
who before he was long in office began to 
assume that all fees collected by him were 
his legal perquisits. 

It is a singular fact that while allowing 
himself such latitude in handling the receipts 
of his office he never made the slightest 
move in the direction of complying with the 
provision for which the law was ostensibly 
enacted—namely: to build a lazaretto at the 
port of San Francisco for the accommodation 
of Chinese lepers or other immigrants ar- 
riving with contagious diseases. Although 
several lepers have been detained 
on arrival) and a great number of 
in, no movd as immigrants were brought 


in, no mové was ever made by Vanness to 

rovide a @ace tor their reception, and the 

urden of maintaining them was thrown on 
the City of San Francisco. Bunker, the pres- 
ent incumbent of the office, has closely imi- 
tated the actions of his predecessor. He has 
pocketed all fees with alacrity, but has not 
expended a single dollar of money for the 
purpose for which it was ostensibiy raised. 

He would have gone unchecked had not 
attention been attracted to his office on the 
eve of the passage of the Chinese Exclusion 
bill by Congress. It will be remembered that 
shortly before the bill fimally became a law 
several thousand Chinamen were hurried 
into the United States. For every one of 
these immigrants Bunker collected $1 a 
head from the steainship companies and 
masters of sailing-vessels. The attention of 
the Chronicle was brought to the fact that 
these large receipts were not turned into the 
Treastiry. That journal demanded that the 
Controller shouid do his duty, but he paid 
no attention to the demand. When the Dem- 
ocrats came into wer Gov. Stoneman 
called attention in his*first message to the 
Legislature to this alleged abuse. An in- 
vestigation was ordered, and asa result the 
Attorney-General of the State has caused 
the arrest of Bunker and Vanuness on crim- 
inal charges. 

It is understood that Bunker is disposed to 
surrender what money he has in his posses- 
sion, but Vanness states he will hold on to 
what be has, claiming the law meant he 
should have all he collected, although a spe- 
cific salary was provided for him. 

A heavy embezzlement has also been dis- 
covered in the office of State-Harbor-Com- 
missioner John S. Gray, Secretary of Com- 
missions. who fled when his shortage was 
discovered. His defalcation already discov- 
ered amounts to over $40,000, and experts 
now examining the books think it will reach 
$100,000. A curions circumstance connected 
with the discovery ot Gray’s rascality 
is the sudden change of base of the present 
Commissioners. Their successors had been 
appointed by Gov. Stoneman, and confirmed 
by the State Senate; by they deciared that 
they would not surrender their office on some 
frivolous technical ground. Upto Sunday 
last they were firm in that determination, but 
Gray’s exposure has caused them to draw in 
their horus. They now meekly surrender 
their offices. The State Controller has de- 
clared his intention of prosecuting the Com- 
missioners to make good the detalcations of 
Gray. whose bonds will not begin to cover 
the depredations. Whether he can make 
such prosecuMon stick is an open question, 
but those well-informed think Gray is\not 
by any means the worst sinner. \ 
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MOLTEN METAL. 


A Number of Persons Seriously Burned 
by an Accident in a Newburg, O., 
Tram- MIII. ‘ 
CLEVELAND, O., March 21.—[Special.f—A 

horrible accident, resulfing in the probable 

fatal scalding of two men and less severe in- 
juries to some eighteen others, occurred at 
the Cleveland Rolling-Mill Company's Bes- 

semer steel-mill in Newburg about 7:30 

o'clock this morning. The huge converter 

in the mill, which is operated by hydraulic 
pressure, contained at the time seven tons 
and a half of molten metal. As the converter 
was being raised to the platform to be 
emptied it suddenly became wholly 
unmanageable, owing to the pressure 
subsiding, and before its equilibrium 
could be restored the great crucible 
everturned, precipitating its cargo of 
seething metal into the pit beneath. The re- 
sult was very naturally a terrific explosion, 
and the spray of the molten metai flew in 
every direction. About eighteen or twenty 
pitmen and laborers were in the immediate 
vicinity. Two of them, Patrick Foley and 
Thomas Burgerine, were frightfully scalded 
by the wave of steam that gushed from the 
pit. Foley was burned all over the surface 
of the body, his face being scalded almost 
beyond recognition. He was taken to Char- 
ity Hospital. There is a bare chance of his 
recovery. Ile is 28 years old and single. 

Burgerine was taken to his home in the 

Eighteenth Ward. Nearly all of the other 

men at work near the pit were more or iess 

burned by the spray of the molten metal or 
scalded by the steam from the pit, but none 
of them seriously. 
CLEVELAND, O., March 21.—The accident 
at the Bessemer Steel-Works today is not as 
bad as at first reported. Patrick Foley and 
‘Thomas Burgoyne, the most seriously burned 


by molten metal, are still alive, and may re- 


cover. None of the others were seriously 
injured. The accident was not the fault of 
the hydraulic machinery, but the steam in 
the pit obstructed the view of the operator, 
who turned the converter at the wrong time 
and upset a ton of welted steel. ' 


INSURANCE AT BALTIMORE 


A Row Among the Agents and a Split 
in Their Combination. 

BALTIMORE, Md., March 21.—[Special.|— 
There is a bitter fight in progress hereamong 
the fire-insurance men. The Association of 
Fire Underwriters, on the one hand, claim 
that it is working to give tone to the insur- 
ance business, and to put rates at a figure 
compatible with safety and reasonable profit, 
The insurance companies and agents who 
are fighting the association claim that the as- 
sociation is trying to establish a monopoly 
and drive them out ot business. Threestrong 
companies are leadm the fight and four or 
five others are in sympathy with them.

TENEBRAE. 


Commencement of the Solemn Services 
of Holy Week. 

The solemn and Impressive services which are 
held in the Catholie. Church commemorative of 
Christ's passion on the three last days of Holy 
Week are ushered in with vespers of Wednesday 
of Holy Week, and are prefaced with the office 
of ** Tenebrae.” This service, or office, is one 
of the most ancient and impressive in the Ro- 
man liturgy, and is repiete,with symbolic sig- 
nificance. It is conducted tn this wise: 

The clergy and acolytes taking part in the 
service are divided into two choirs and achorus. 
The choirs vary in number from three toten or 
upwards. One choir occupies a space at the 
gospel side of the altar inside the sanctuary, and 
the other is seated. on the epistle side. The 
ciergy forming the chorus are seated just inside 
the communion railing. Six candles are lighted 
on the main altars aad a large triangular 
candelabrum supported by a perpendicular 
beam about five feet high is placed in the mid- 
dle of the sanctuary. Six lighted candies are 
placed on both the outside sections of the tri- 
ungle, and one candle. somewhat tailer than ne 
reat, is placed at the top. Then the chanting of 
the Ohe,“ which consists of the matins, iauds, 
and vespers of the day, begins, the choir act the 
gospel side chanting one verse of each psalm, 
and the choir at the epistie side responding with 
the next verse, and so it continues until the 
psalm is finisbed. 

Mutius and lauds being ended, the prophecies 
relating to Christ's passion are read aiternately 
by the ciergymen present. Then folluws the 
chanting of the“ Lamentations of the Prophet 
Jeremiuh. Upon the conciusion of each psaim 
and prophecy one of the candies in the triangle 
is extinguished, until at the end of the office 
only the one at the top of the triangle is left 
lighted. This ceremony is signiticant of the de- 
sertion of Christ by His Aposties, one by one, 
when He was betrayed and delivered up to His 
evemies. The solitary lighted candle on the 
triangle represents Christ left alone and 
utterly abandoned by all in the bourof His at- 
tiiction. The six candies on the main altar rep- 
resent Christ's friends who had heurd His 
teaching and expressed their belief in Him, and 
(the candies; are burutug 
brightiy. even after those representing the 
Aposties have been extinguished, thus encour- 
aging one to believe that the Savior is not yet 
entirely abandoned; but when the piairntive 
chanting of the ** Miserére”’ begins these lights 
disappeur one by one as euch verse of the 
mourntul psulm is completed. 

At this point an acolyte takes the solitary 
light from the triangle and conceals it behind 
the altar, while the clergy kneel at the altaur- 
steps aud recite a prayer. Then foilows a gen- 
eral silence of about one minute. after which a 
loud noise is made by the clapping of hands and 
rappiug on the altar-steps, when the absent light 
appears immediately, aud is placed in its former 
position on the triangle. 

This ceremony concludes the services. The 
taking away and reappearance of the lignt 
signity the takimg of Christ by the Jews, His 
death, and the frighttul earthquake consequent 
upon it, and His reappearance after His resur- 
rection. 

The office of Tenebrae will be repeated this 
evening and tomorrow evening. The churches 
in which the ceremonies of Tenebrae are con- 
ducted in the most impressive way are the 
Cathedral, on State and Superior streets; Holy 
Family Church, on West Twelfth strect; and St. 
Patrick's, on Desplainpes and Adams streets. 

Pontifical bigh mass will be sung at the 
Cathedral of the Holy Name by Archbishop 
Feehan at balf-past W this morning. He will 
begin the ceremony of blessing the holy oils at 9 
o'clock a. m.

The second day’s program arranged for the 
entertainment of the distinguished Mexican 


visitors, although a somewhat lengthy one and 
of a nature calculated to exhaust the endurance 


of even an old “ war-borse,” was an interesting 
and instructive one, and reflects considerable 


credit upon the committee having the affairs in 
charge. 

Immediately after breakfast yesterdny morn- 
ing the visitors were escorted toa line of hacks 
that stood ia waiting, and taken to the Lake 
Shore depot, where a special train was in readi- 
ness to convey them out to the Stock- Yards. 
The party was under the personal direction of 
Gen. Joseph Stockton, A. H. Pickering, Irus 
Coy, and Mr. Simpson, ‘representing P. 
D. Armour & Co., and consisted, in 
addition to those gentlemen, of Gen. Diaz, 
Signor Romero Rubio, Dr. Liceago, Don José 
M. Rascon, Dun Rafaeli Chonsal, Don Andreas 
Gutt, Gen. J. B. Frisbie, Minister Foster, 8. P. 
Farrington, H. N. Higenbotham, John Trotter, 
Mayor of Bloomington, Bernard Cremer of the 
Peoria Democrat, Dr. J. B. Shultz of Logansport, 
Ind., M. 8. B. Curtis of Bloomington, Dr. W. E. 
Todd of Indianapolis, and J. W. Giff of Peoria. 

AT THE STOCK-YARDS, 

During the trip to the Stock-Yards the party 
entered into an animated conversation concern- 
ing the vast amount ot business transacted daily 
by the various packing-houses, Mr. Simpson 
giving a detailed statistical account of the large 
quantity of cattle aud bogs that were annuaiy 
shipped from the Chicago market. Various 
points of interest aloug the line of the ratiroad 
were also pointed out, and a detailed descripuon 
of the mammoth elevators given the visitors. 

On arriving at their destination a tour was 
made of Armour's immense packimg-house, 
were tne lightning-like rapidity with which 
thousands of bogs were daily slaugbtered and 
packed was thoroughly explained. Gen. Diaz 
expressed his surprise atthe wonderful rapid- 
ity with which the work was done, and con- 
tessod that this sight alone was fully worth a 
journey from Mexico. On entering the re- 
trigerating-rooms the Mexicans were subjected 
to such a sudden change of temperature as to 
cause them to shiver with cold and their teeth 
to chatter, causing them to utter repeated 
ejacvlanons of “*frio,” “frio.” The horse, 
fat cattie, hog, and sheep markets were in turn 
duly inspected, as also the new patent retriger- 
ating-car. 

At 11:30 the party entered carriages and re- 
turned to the city over the boulevard, driving 
past some of Chicigo’s best residences. 

THE LUNCH, 

It was long after 1 o'clock, the appointed hour, 
when the guests assembled at the Grand Pavitic, 
where they had been invited to lunch by John 
B. Drake. After the form of introducuons had 
been gone through with in the hotel parlors the 
guests tiled into the ladies’ ordinary, and were 
seated without ceremony. The tabies were 
tormed into the shape of a horseshoe around the 
spacious room, and were tastefully,adorned with 
beautiful Howers and tropical piants; a double 
row of emilax trailed through the ceatre of the 
table from end to eud. At the centre of tne table 
sat the host, supported on either side by Gen.

they may be able to discover somewhat of the 
mind that is within us. This first toast will be 
‘Our Distinguished Guest.“ 

GEN. DIAZ. 


Mr. Rockwell Sayers, who acted as toast- 
master, then read the following sentiment: 

May his tour of observation throughout the 
United States be crowned by interest to bim 
and protit to the nation be represents.“ 

To this Gen. Diaz responded in Spanish, his 
rich, melodious voice sounding like music to the 
ear, although but few could understand the 
meaning of his words. 

Gen. Estanisiao, United States Commissioner 
to Mexico, joimed the party yesterday morning 
and acted as interpreter. He said that Gen. 
Diaz had manifested bis satisfacuon and pieas- 
ure at the way in which be bad been received in 
the great City of Chicugo, and was thankful for 
the expressions of friendsbip paid bis country. 
He thought that between the United States and 
Mexico there should be warm friendship, as it 
would vastly benetit both countries aud lead to 
tbe obtuining of most remarkabie results from 
the development of Mexico’s rich mining dis- 
tricts. Mexico bad untoid mines of gold, silver, 
iron, and coal, and needed the capital of this 
cougtry to bring ber wealth to the surface. 

JOUN W. FOSTER, 

The next toast was then read, as follows: 
„% Our Foreign Relations—May they be always 
under the cuardianuship of administrators as in- 
teiligent and faithful as the distinguished dip- 
lomat who bonors us by bis presence today.“ 

The Hon. Jobn W. Foster was cailed upon to 
reply, and said that be did not know whether the 
toust was intended for a joke or not. 80 far as 
be was concerned Mexico did not enter upon 
her protitable career until after he had left the 
country. As soon ashe was gone sbe sprang 
into pew life, and be thought be had done his 
duty as adiplomat by hot standing upon the 
order of gotmg, but by going at once, as he 
thought the best thing he could do was to 
get out and let the country prosper. Turning 
to Mayor Harrison be remarked: “I want to 
say to the Mayor that when you get through 
with him next month be bad better leave town 
usidid Mexico.” He then spoke of Beplamin 
Franklin as being the most distinguished dipio- 
mat that this country ever had. and one who 
received more attention abroad than any otner 
representative. His success bad been attained 
by the simplicity with which he represented the 
Kepublic instead of endeavormg to outrival the 
xranud display made by royalty. 


MAYOR HARRISON, 


“Chicago—The Queen of Inland Seas. Her 
throne is indestructibie.” Ina reply to this toast 
Mayor Harrison said that it was well that he 
was permitted to fofiow Mr. Foster, as be was 
like bitt—a modest man. Mr. Foster bad said 
that he left Mexico 80 that it might 
proeper, but when it did prosper it was the fruit 
ot Mr. Poster's work. In another month bia 
frieud Crane would follow him. He bad filled 
the position of Mayor of this grand city fur two 
terius, and he was not a believer in third terms. 
therefore he would step down and out and let 
the other fellow in. He bad yesterday sold his 
election hat to Mr. Crane, who would wear it 
duriug the campaign. After this little badinage 
he said that Chicago was the Queen of the 
Prairies and not of the seas. Nature bad done 
inuch tor Cnicaro. she hed the beautiful Lake 
Michigan, where all could. drink regardiess of 
bigh license. People bad said that Uhicago wus 
a bad city, but CObicago’s badness was 
like of a boy reaching out to 
& grand manhood. The very excrescences 
that scemed to smirch her good name were 
making Chicago the metropolis of the country. 
Chicago was growing into a city that would soon 
rival ail otners, New York not excepted. The 
time wae t far distant when Chicago would 
have 1, people. He regretted that they 
could not show the beauties of Chicago to their 
Visiturs as in summertime, when the flowers 
were in bioom, making the city beautiful. He 
was rejoiced to see the friendship springing up 
between this countfy ana Mexico, and thought 
it would be but a few years when care were run 
from Chicago to the city of the Montezumas.

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A DESPERADO SHOT. 


A Drunken and Vicious Man Woundéd 

Wulle Assalling a Superintendent at 

gatown,. Pa., Near Uniontown. 

Uniontown, Pa., March 22.—[{Special]— 
John Kane, the leader of the Mollie Maguires 
in Fayette County, was this evening pierced 
‘with four balls froma pistol in the hands of 
Superintendent F. C. Keighley, of 
Youngstown Coke-Works, four miles north 
of here. Trouble had been brewing for sev- 
eral weeks between Kane and his Superin- 
tendent. When a reduetion was made in 
wages about a month ago, the employés of 
the above works struck, After several 
weeks’ idleness new men were put to work. 
This enraged Kane, and he organized 
a force and “drove the new men 
out of the pits. For this he 
was discharged permanently from the com- 
ong Ae employ, and notice was served on him 
to leave the house which he occupied and 
which belonged ta the company. This still 
further enraged him, and he threatened 
Keighley's life. He cams to Uniontown yes- 
terday and got drunk. He continued on the 
spree today, when he went into the court- 
room during court and threatened Congress- 
man Charles E. Boyle, whom he hates for 
helping to prosecute bim for the murder of 
Maurice Healey. He was put out of 
the vourt-room, when he went to the 
Sheriff's house and told the family to 
be on the lookout for him, as he expected to 
be with them in a few days. He staid 
about town till about 5 o’clock this morning, 
Buck Collins being constantly with him, 
They returned to the works about 5o’clock, 
and immediately entered the store. Kane 
approaghed Keighiey and renewed the old 
trouble. The Superintendent told him to 
get away, but Kane began te press him. 
Keighiey retreated until he could get no 
further for the corner. Kane pow motioned 
toward his _ hip-pocket,) 1 instantly 
Keighley pulled his revolver and fired 
four shots into his body, one 
of them passing clear through from the ab- 
domen tothe back. Keighiey jumped on a 
horse, came to Uniontown, and gave himself 
up to Sheriff Hoover. Great excitement pre- 
vaiis about the works, and it is feared an 
outbreak may occur. Kane was one of the 
men arrested for the murder of Maurice 
Healey, at Dunbar, but, after the acquittal 
of young McFarland, he was released with- 
oe + He leaves a wife and three or four 
children.

Ovunucil the cost, etc. Plaus are now being made 
ready, «after a personal inspection of the 
morgues of the larger cities, which will seek to 
combine the utility and better features of all, and 
itis desirable that an appropriation sbould be 
unde for the construction of this much-needed 
building. 

THE POLICE DEPARTMENT. 

This department has rendered the city very 
effective service during the last year consider- 
ing be number of men on the torce and the 
la territory covered. Thefe bas been a rigid 
enforcement of the ordinances against disrepu- 
table places, and the orderiy condition of the 
city Was never better than it is today. There 
have been some complaints, but they emanated 
from ignorant, bigoted, and narrow-minded 
partisans, who Know no more of what they 
speak than Baalam’s ass of Hebrew. If these 
persons would only take the trouble to in- 
vestigate they would find that the present 
administration has accomplished more for the 
peace and security of person and property than 
prior admivuistrations; but for the sake of sensa- 
tionalism and notoriety they chose to make wild 
ana unfounded statements. Partisan seal has 
bitnded their eyes, and the truth is not in them. 

o total number of men constituting the 
force of the city is 557. During the year there 
were arrested 25.965 males and 6,855 females, 
making a total of 32.800, and the total amount 
of tines imposed wus $159,495. It is very evident 
that there is u greater vigilance ou the part of 
the policemen at present, and more honesty in 
the detective force in dealing with the thieves 
and criminais of the city. There is also another 
showithg favorable to the police, and that ts in 
the number of arrests. e annual report of 
the Board of Police Justices of New York City 
for 1582 shows that the total number of arrests 
was 66,567, with a police forve nearly six times 
larger than that of Chicago. Lais number is 
tous only doubie that of the number of arrest 
in Chicago. 

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS. 

This department bas accomplished a great 
deal of work, co@sidering the amount ot money 
at its disposal. it is very easy to find fault. but 
those who huve assumed to criticise bave shown 
little knowledge of the actual facts. Tue streets 
are the chief objects of complaint against this 
department, and one would suppose that the 
city had allowed them to take care of them- 


| seives during not only the last year, but the 


prior three years ef the present administration, 
Now, what ure the facts? More streets have 
been paved and improved duriug the last four 
years than the preveding like period by thirty- 
dix and one-quarter miles. In 1575 there were 
twelve miles of pavements laid: in 1876, eleven 
miles; in 1877, eight and three-fifths: in 1878. 
eleven ana two-fifths miles: while in 1879. six and 
four-tifths; in 1880, eighteen and tweo-tiftns; in 
1881, tweoty-five and seventy-three one-hun- 
dredtbhs; and during last year, twenty-eight and 
thirty-six one-hund the miles. In the matter 
of street-cieaning re bas also been a like 
constant increase. In Idi there were 925 miles 
cleaned: in 1880, 1,683; in 1881. 1,123; and in 1882, 
1,645. During the last four years the construction 
of sewers, s essential to the bealth of the peo- 
ple, hus progressed most tavorably. In 1870 there 
were twenty-seven and a half miles laid; in 1880. 
fifteen miles; in 1881, tweuty-five miles: and in 
Ire, eighteen and two-thirds miles. which is 
considerably in excess of the prior four years. 
There have also been built T92 new catch-basins 
during the last vear, against 820 iu 1879, 771 io 
1880, and 548 in 1881. All these improvements 
have been made possible by the exercise of ju- 
dicious economy and an honest award of con- 
tracts, which has pera.itted us to make better 
bargains for the city. 

During the last year the pumpiug-works at 
the Illinois & Michigun Canal have been pushed 
rapidiy forward to compietion. The discbarge- 
channels and buildings bave already been com- 
pleted, and the machinery is about complete, a 

ortion of the same having been in operation. 

e lock has beeu contracted for, and is to be 
completed by the opening of navigation, by 
which time all the work wilt be ready 
for operation. The machinery for the West 
Side Pumpimg-Works is now being con- 
structed in ew York. The bDoilers have 
already been received and are now on the 
ground. The foundation for tbe machinery is 
under contract, and would dave been finished 
by the Ist of February the present year nad it 
not been for the severe winter weather. The 
work has thus been delayed, but it is expected 
that the engines willbe in operation during the 
coming fall, which wilt greatly relieve the press- 
ure upon the other pumping engines and enable 
the city toavertany water famine should auy 
of our preseut large engines become disabled, 
as I have pointed out in former messages. 

During the past year arrangements were made 
with the Chicago, Burlingion.& Quincy Railroad 
Company to construct the Polk street viaduct. 
Tois werk bas cost $137,304.45, and has been 
wholly paid for by the company. 

The water collections have been honestly and 
faithfully collected, and the resuit is a most 
creditabie showing for the department. The 
following comparison will show the collections 
for the Years indicated: 1879, $022,011: 1880, 
$865,618; 1881, $935,802, and in 1882, $1,050,034. 

THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The last year has been the most successful one 
in the bistory of the department. In some re- 
spects its management bas been remarkable, 
and for the results attaived the highest praise is 
due to Fire-Mursbal Sweenie and the men under 
him. His report for 188 shows the following: 
Number of tires, 981; valuation of property io- 
volved, $26,436,705; insurance involved, $12,587,- 
090; estimated loss by fire, $569.885; average loss 
by fire, $581; loss per capita of city’s population, 
$1.02. The department responded to 81 fire- 
alarws, 102 false alarms, 166 faise still-alarms 
19 second alarms, 3 third alarms, 2 second and 
third alarms combiced, 5 special calis, and 21 
alarms outside city limits; making a total of 
1,304 alarms, which gives an increase of 200 
nlarms over those attended in 1881. In order 
that these figures may be the more fully ap- 
preciated, it is only necessary to contrast them 
with those of previous years. and I bave ae- 
curdingly had prepared the following table:

Considering that there was nearly $7,.00,000 

worth more of property involved during iast 
year than the previous one, the eabibit isa most 
gratifying one, and indicates that the depart- 
ment is in a most efficient condiuon. 


THE CITY-HALL. 

The construction of the new City-Hall bas 
progressed rather slowly. owing to an in- 
sufficiency of appropriation and lack of avaii- 
able funds. in view of other more pressing 
wants there is no probability that your bonor- 
able body will be able to make any appropriation 
this year that will be sufficient to complete the 
building for occupancy vext year. There are 
at present contracts under way involving the 
amount of $170,079.31, and with the balanee of 
the appropriation on band from last year, $79,- 
360.58, there will be required to tiuish these con- 
tracts the sum of $90,718.73. which will have to 
be included in the appropriation for the City- 
Hall this year, or be taken from, the geveral 
fund. There are contracts still to be let. ac- 
cording to the figures of the Building Depart- 
ment, to the amount of $280,500, which will 
make a total of $371.218.73 before the building 
can be completed. This estimate does not in- 
ciude the cost of furniture or the finishing of 
one-half of the rotunda. The total cost of the 
bui ding up to date bas been $1,078,488.75. 
Taking the cost of completing present and 
future contracts, together witb the furniture 
and fixtures of the rotunda, there will be re- 
quired tne sum Of $570.579.31 before the build- 
ing can be occupied. This will make the total 
cost of the building $1.644,008.04, which is in 
very marked contrast with the cost of the Court- 
House. The Court-House bas cost tho taxpay- 
ers $2,294,749, which shows that our building will 
cost $750,680.96 less. If tne disputed ciaims 
ayairst the county were taken into cousidera- 
tion, the difference would be still greater. There 
are in litigation claims for extras to the amount 
of $401,077, and judement on one claim bas al- 
ready been rendered for the amount of 873.200. 
When all have been passed upon there is no 
doubt that the ditference in cost between the 
county and the city wili reach at least $1,000,000. 
This great saving to the city will be Jue to rigid 
economy, and much of it has been effected dur- 
ing the last four years by the awarding of con- 
tracts, indepeadent of rings or favoritism, and 
much credit is due to Superintendent 
Kirkland for his exercise of vigilance in 
not giving contractors any pretense 
upon which to base any claims for 
extras. The only suit against the city was that 
of Sexton, brought for the sum of about $65,000, 
by reason of a cancellation of his contract 
through a failure of his to prosecute the work 
on the bu laing. and this suit has already been 
decided adverself to him in the State courts. 


THE LAW DEPARTMENT. 

The legal business of the city bas been ener- 
getically and ably looked after by the Law De- 
partment. During the last year there were 45 
cases pending. twenty-nine of which were for 
damages to property because of the construc- 
tion of viaducts to the amount of $448,000; fur- 
ty-five were sidewalk cases with aggregate 
ciaims amounting to $293.000; twenty-four other 
suits for $356,000; and the balance for various 

There were dispused of 176 cases, 
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on appeal, In reference to the question 
of dumages to property caused by the erection 
of viadacta, Law ment hes in its an- 
nual re some pertinent suggestions. 
advises in view of the decisions of the courts 
that hereafter no viaduct shall be constructed 
by the city without tirst having an ascertain- 
ment by proper proceedings in court of the 
damages which will be occasioced by the con- 
struction, and it would be well if this Council 
would indicate by resolution the need of the 
passage of an act covering the recommendation 
which is now before the Legisiature. 

PUBLEC LIBRARY. 

The Public Library has now 92,312 volumes, 
and bas outgrown its present unsafe, inac- 
cessibie, and rented premises. It bas 22.000 book 
borrowers, and an annual circulation of 400.00 
the largest in the country with the exception of 
one livrary. The number of visitors to the 
reading-room and reference tables is 610.000, and 
bas iocreased during the last year 50 per cent. 

The great want of the Public Library is a com- 
modious and fireproof building. Ia its present 
location it is able to burn up at any moment. 
The Dearborn Park property, on which the 
United States Government bas a constructive 
claim in case it be used for any other purpose 
than a public park, seems by common consent 
to be the only availiable spot for a new Public 
Library buiiding. The bill relating to the Lake- 
Front recommended to Congress by the Com- 
mon Council designated Dearborn Park for the 
Public Library, and a separate resolution to the 
same effect was before Congress at the last ses- 
sou. but in the press of other business neither 
were acted upon. The Board of Directors of the 
Public Library bave for several years set aside a 
portion of the funds within its control towards 
the erevtion ofa suitable building whenever a 
location for it can be secured, which it will be 
necessary to supplement with zue personal sub- 
scripuon of citizens, as the library law does not 
allow a special tax-levy for the erection ofa 
building. 

THE HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


The report of Mr. Feiton, the Superintendent 
of the House of Correction, is an unusuully in- 
teresting one. It not only gives the details as 
to the operation of the insiituqon, but points 
out very forcibly the defects in the criminal 
law regarding the vicious and dangerous classes. 
He shows bow a criminal who fears stern jus- 
tice at the bands of a police magistrate manuges 
by a chuoge of venue to secure either a release 
or the imposition of a light fine from a Justice 
of the Peace, wpd is an appointee of the State, 
and who loukemore to his fees frequently than 
to the interests of society, and suggests tbe 
munver in which the laws relating to the powers 
of Justices of the Peace and the ones pertaining 
to che arrest of vagrunts should be aniended by 
ihe Legislature, so that suspicious and well- 
known disreputaole persons may be placed be- 
hind the bars, and eWectively kept there, as a 
protec uon to the people. 

Durmg the last year the receipts of the insti- 
tution were $72,008.59. and the expenses $72,- 
876.70, thus showing the expenditures to have 
beeu $906.81 above receipts. Inis has been due 
to several causes, but with the money to the 
credit of the House of Correction in the ‘l'reas- 
ury, resuiting rg the earnings of prior years, 
no appropriation will be required at your hands 
to meet the deficit, Tue total number of pris- 
oners during the last year was 6.340 males and 
1.056 femaies, of which there were discbarred, 
either by expiration of sentence, pardons by the 
Mayor, ororders of courts, 5.878 males and 1,852 
females, leaving in the prison Dec. ZI last 462 
males aud 104 females. 

THE SCHOOLS. 

The schools of ourcity have been well and 
efficiently managed. There bas been a consid- 
erable increase in school attendance as weil as 
in school accommodations dure the school 
year. 
increase over the previous year of 5.473, and at 
the beginning of the year ere were in process 
of erection five new school-houses, which 
have been compieted at a total cost of $232,639, 
and will seat 4.347 pupils. Oo the Ist of January 
last four other bulldings were erected, and these 
will seat 2.772 pupiis. Plans fortwo new high- 
school buildings are in course of preparation. 
The school census taken in June last shows that 
there were 32,068 pupils in private schools, and 
that there wasa total number of persons be- 
tween the ages of 6 and 16 years of 110,388. Dur- 
ing (pe year there were ¥.244 pupiis in double 
divisions, who could only attend school one-baif 
of the day, and to accommodate these and the 
natural increase in attendunce the Board of 
Education is laboring to erect as many new 
bullamgs as the funds at their disposal will per- 
mit. Ine total receipts of the department were 
$1,457, 120.56, and the expenditures $1,146.924.24— 
thus leaving a surpius of $310,196.21 net, of which 
the board bas been enabied to pay salaries in 
cash up to Jan. 1 last. instead of resorting to 
scrip after the expira tion of the school year in 
July, as forweriy. 

TUE GAS DEPARTMENT. 

In the matter of lighting the city the utmost 
vigilance is required jest there be unnecessary 
expenditures aod unreasopvabie bills against the 
city. The duties of gas inspector are such as 
to require his services day and night, and iu pro- 
‘portion to his watchfulness dre the interests of 
the city subserved. He bus to see that the lamps 
are not only properly cared for, but daily light- 
ed, and that no charves are made for more gas 
than bas been actually consumed. The present 
inspector, Mr. Baldwin, bas performed bis duty 
faithfully, and bas succeeded in giving all the 
light required at tne least cost by watching for 
the moonlight evenings and giving orders for 
the turving on of gas on cloudy nights, when 
gentie Luna ought to cast down her serene rays 
necording to calendar calculations. Woat re- 
ductions have been made in the expenditures 
of tuis department can be judged from the fol-

SALOONS, 

A great deal has recently been publisbed con- 
cerning the saloon business. It has been charged 
over and over again that the number of salvons 
bas witbin tne lust three years grown enormous- 
ly, and out of all proportion to population: and 


| these charges, for the want of contradiction, 


havo been accepted as true by a great many 
people. The object of these statements is ob- 
vious. In the first place, they have been de- 
signed with a view of reflecting upon this Ad- 
ministration, intended tu show that it bas given 
unbridted license to the business, and thus in- 
duced all sorts of unscrupulous persons to en- 
gage in it as a most protitabie one. In the sec- 
ond place, they have been put forth to show the 
necessity for imposing a high license, and so 
contine the business within limits. 

Let us see how these assertions stand the test. 
The records in the City Clerk's office shall fur- 
nish the figures. We have taken the highest 
number of licenses issued under each Adminis- 
oe for a fiscal year, and find the following 
result:

It will thus be seen from the above that the 
hignest number of licenses granted during May- 
or Medill’s term was during his closing year of 
othece. Since the present Administration came 
into power the highest number is the prescnt 
fiscal year. and yet there are fewer saloons 
to population than in 1873-4. To carry the 
illustration still further, taking the number 
of snloous in 171-2. the first year of Mayor 
Medili’s admiuistrauon and the then population, 
we find that,as compared with its last year, there 
was an increase of one saloon to every 454 of 
population in two years, while comparing in the 
same way the tirst year of the present Adminis- 
tration, with the preseut year there bas been 
only au increase of one suloon to every 855 of 
popula uon during a period of four years. 

It is believed by many tbougbtiesa people, 
guided by those who would misieaad them for 
partisan purposes. that the Mayor should 
scrutinize euch application before issuing a 
license. The most simple must know that he 
cannot do this personally. Whom shail be em- 
ploy? The answer is the police. I wouldsimpiy 
ask how long would it be before a police torce 
would be demvralized if its members were used 
for such purposes, Men in higher walks of 
society than they put their names to applica- 
tions for office, when the signers know that the 
persons they are recommending are wholly un- 
tit. Ihave knowa landiords to recommend u 
tenant whe would not pay, and do 80 us a means 
of saddiing tim upon some one else. 

I bave had applications to me indorsed by 
menu who are now posing before the people of 
this city as reformers, who, when directiy ap- 
proached as to the fitness of the applicant, ad- 
mitted mat their signatures were appended to 
prevent giving ofease, and some have come to 
me, or written prfvately,.to recall what they pub- 
licly Write. e police force of this city isa 
good one, but I fear there are some who couid 
not withstand the temptation which bad men 
would offer for recommendation, Policemen 
should be employed to protect our lives and 

roperty. not to play the spy or to become the 

udges of men’s character. 

The Police Department is regularty instructed 
to keep the Mayor informed whether those who 
bold licenses are fit or not; and last summer a 
larw@e number were reported by them as not 
fitred to have renewals, and none against wuom 
they reported adversely ever got a license, un- 
leas the Police Department on review altered its 
report. About 500 licenses are transferred every 
year. Inevery instance, from tne very begin- 
ning of my first installment into the Mayoraity, 
the matter is referred to the depart- 
ment, and uo transfer is made until 
the uiescence of tho police has been 
obtain The discretion Of ‘tbe Mayor in 
issuing licenses is official and pot personal. He 
cannot refuse witbout giving reasons. in 
some cases, Where he bus on adverse police re- 

orts refused licenses, he bas nad presented to 
b ions. signed by neigbborsof the 
ieant, why were ali good men. and in a few

on blackening priv te character for sensational 
purposes, attacks such a mau. A Mayor. who is 
himself wantonly maligued, not put much 
faith in the statements of be matigner as to the 
character of others. But, aside from these con- 
eiderations. there has not been a Mayor that I 
enn learn of who bas bimself personally exam- 
ined into the character of applicants before 
license was issued. The duties of the office have 
been such as to preclude such @ possibility. This 
talk of a persupal“scrutiny therefore resolves 
itself simply into attacks far partisan ends. 
COMPARATIVE STATISTICS. 

With @view of setting forth at a giance just 
what bas been accom plisbed during the last four 
years, as compared with a like preceding period 
of time, I have bad a table prepared, and those

will find that a great deal has been done during 
the present Administration, considering the 
amount of money at n and the increasing 
population of the city. 

he tabie is as follows: 
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Taking the tax levies of the tour year ending 
1882, we tind that the total is $12,087,084, white 
tor the four years ending 1875, the total is $14- 
717,880, thus showing that we Bad $2,630,296 less 
money to run the city with, and yet in spite ot 
the demands in other directions, which were 
fully met, more bas been accomplished in the 
latter than in che former period of time. And 
yet the newspapers have commended former 
Administrations, but haye found nothing good 
in the present one, reserving for itt al) sorts of 
vituperation for the purpose of serving party 
ends and leading the public to belleve that their 
interests are carelesiy overlooked or negilecied. 
They bave charged chat the streets were never 
ina worse condition. The number of miles 
paved and the number cleaned, as shown in the 
noove schedule, completely nails that 
falsehood. They dave barped upon the in- 
adequacy of sewers until many believe that the 
city bas not only allowed those already 
constructed to go to decay, but has done nothing 
to put down new ones with the growth of the 
city. Tue largely increased number of miies 
laid during the last four years over that of the 
preceding period refutes another gross misrep- 
resentation. They bave also spoken of the 

reat newiect of sidewalks. aga sou of acci- 
— 4 ho work performed in this direction 
fully proves the maliciousness of their asser- 
wons. 

In whatever department figures may be taken 
it will be discovered that the Comparison is de- 
cidedly against any like period of time under 
former adininistrations. 

General assertions and glittering generalities 
are easily manufactured. but when brougut to 
the test of facts they do not hold good. The 
hovesty and economy practised in the manage- 
ment of affairs have enabied the city to accom- 
plisb these results. * 

TAXATION AND PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS. 

Since the beginning of time one of the grand- 
est of ali human problems submitted for solu- 
tion is that of guvernment.” Wise men bave 
written and spoken of it. Wise men bave 
thought upon it, and genius bas dreamed of it; 
and yet wise wen differ among themgeives as 
much today as thes did a thousand years ago. 
One thing, however, is agreed upon by nearly 
all good thinkers m Awerica, which is that that 
is the best government whicb governs the lent. 
In other words, that men sbouid be left as near- 
ly tree in their individual pursuits as may be 
possible for the safety of each other and of the 
whole. Men cannot be made religious by laws, 
nor can tney be made moral by ordinance. 
Government is at beat a costly fabric. Taxa- 
tion, its best metbod of raising such cost, should 
bear equally upon all, and should be exacted so 
as tb oppress as littie as. possible. Municipal 
taxation should be the study of the denizeus of 
cities. Nothing, however, is tess uaderstood by 
them. Men rail at this City Government be- 
cause it does not do things wulch it bas not 
tne power under the city’s charter to do. 
With the present vaiuation of property and 
the limitation tixed by law, there are no 
means of raising money for many purposes 
which ought to be accomplished; and yet men 
who call themselves reformers abuse the Mayor 
and Council for not doing impossibilities. They 
even abuse the gity authorities because the val- 
uations are low. and yet they reeularly vote for 
the Town Assessor, who gives them assurances 
that their oon individual property should be 
valued at one-fifth or one-fenta of its real 
worth. Men pose on rostrumd as reformers and 
glibly pronounce this Council a set of cheats 
and thieves, while they do business in and own 
palaces which are valued, with the land, at tess 
than a toird of what they paid to erect the buiid- 
ing. Men pose as reformers who regularly per- 
mit the Assessor to Value their wolle personal 
property at less than tuey paid for the pictures 
ou their walls or the goods on the twentieth part 
of their shelves. They cheat the city through 
the Assessor, and then thank God they are not 
thieves, like the Aidermen of this city. Men 
pose as teformers, and damn the Mayor for not 
driving thieves out of the city,while they them- 
selves take the wages of the robber’s sin, and 
torough legal technicalities and packed juries 
cheat the gallows or the penitentiary of its dues. 

It is urged by maty that the 2 per cent lim- 
itation should be repeaied. This would be a 
mistake. General taxation fails almost entirely 
upon real estate. Ajthough it apparently af- 
fects the rich, yet in fact such taxation is really 
exacted from the poor. Capital does not go into 
houses except the rentals puy a remunerative 
return. If rates fail below a. paying rate, then 
houses cense to be built and rents go up. The 
poorare the tanants. They pay the rent and 
thus pay the tax. High taxation prevents 
houses from being built and prevents capital 
from seeking Chicago. I therefore recommend 
that you tako no steps towards bringing about 
a change in this direction. 

The question then arises: How shall the city 
run its current expenses and yet build the great 
improvements demanded? There is but one 
way, avd that is to have the Constitution of the 
State changed so as to permit some leg:siauon 
which our necessities demand. Revenue laws 
fitted to govern a rural population are not 
fitted for an intramural one. Revenue 
laws suitable to a vijlage areas unsuitable for 
a great and growing city as are tbe houses of 
Mexico unsuitable for this climate. Chicago is 
growing as no city ever grew vefure. Its cur- 
rent expenses to keep pace withits growth will 
bear heavily upop the people from year to year. 
But there ure each year extraordinary outiays 
made necessary by the peculiar topography of 
the city. A city located on rolling ground has 
natural systems of sewerage, which renders a 
vast and expensive artitcial system unneces- 
sary. Here, bowever, there is bo natural drain- 
age. Vastiy expensive sewers should be built 
today to prepare the city for its great future. 
To build such as we now need will be doing the 
future great wrong, for they will bave to be 
taken up to make room for larger ones. This 
wili necessitate the tearing up of streets and tbe 
destruction of water and gas pipes. Great inter- 
ceplting sewers should be built very soon, which 
the Chicago of a million or two miilions of peo- 
pie will require. Such sewers cannot and should 
not be bullt wholly by present taxation. We 
should draw upon the miilioa or two millions of 
the future to pay for them. 

Chicago is liable to great fires. To guard 
aguinst them the city should be intersected fre- 
quentiy by very wide streets, over which the 

ames may not easily leap. To widen these 
Streets will cost large sums of money. The 
berefits of such streets will be more for the 
future Chicago than forthe present city. We 
should not pay for them, but should draw upon 
the future. 

The city is cut by systems of railroads, enter- 
ing in seven different lines. These are already 
a greatembarrassment to intramural transpor- 
tation. ina few years it will be intoterabie, in- 
juring property and destroying hte. These 
Various systems shouid bespanned by costly 
viaducts, Making necessary still more costly ap- 
proacnes. These will entail very costiy laud 
damages. Suca viaducts will be indispensabie 
to Colcago with double or triple its present 
population. They should be buiit by degrees, 
but stii tar more rapidiy than will be possible 
from annual taxation. We shouid draw upon 
the big Chicago of the future to pay fur them. 

Our river is today a ouisance with its draw- 
bridwes. it will be it.tolerabie when the city is 
twice us large as today. We suould not permit 
the future to be saddied with such a nuisance. 
We should build an outer burbor and span we 
river with permanent bridges bigh for 
tugs and lighters. These improvements win 
cust a vast sum. We should build them, but the 
future Chicago should for them. The 
water- works system ‘also be enlarged to 
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city was ever so improved. 
mseives for such 
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entiemen, this message bas been longer than 
I should wish, but as my term is now drawl to 
a close I have felt that you would bave pa- 
tience. 1 congratulate you pos the city’s pros- 
perity. But permit me to congratulate you 
upon one other thing, which is to me equally 
important.

From 
prefudice or from interested wotives these have 
all labored day and nigbt to coovinee the people 
that the Democratic party would not or could 
not conduct any public corperation—State or 
“municipal—on principies of honesty, integrity, 
and economy. This has been injurious o the 
people at large, and bas made them rather bear 
the ilies they had than fly to others they knew 
not of, People should believe in the prinvipies 
of their party. but should also believe in the 
— and patriotism of those opposed to 
them. Four years ago thousands of Republicans 
in Chicago were so prejudiced against the Dem- 
ocratic party that they did not give it credit for 
eitner honesty or ability. Today these t 
sands, having seen a Democratic Ad- 
ministration conducting the affairs of 
this city on business principles, baving seen 
no robbery of tne Treasury, having heard no 
whisper against the honesty of a singie official 
or employé, while so much peculation bas gone 
on in certain corporations controlled by Re- 
pudlicans—these thousands have learned that a 
Democratic Administration could be honest, 
talthful, and capable; and, though they bave 
divered with such Admipistration in many of its 
methods, have come to believe that they will 
not and would pot be ruined, even if their own 
party sbould not be at the heim. This one thing 
alone is worth to Chicago a great deal. As long 
as the opie can believe others as bonest as 
themselves, as capable as themeeives, they will 
not be satistied to vote for unfit men simply be- 
cause their party says so, but will be wore par- 
ticular in getting good men to the front. us 
each party vying with the other in having as 
their leaders good men, the city will thrive and 
prosper, whatever party may control its affairs.

BUSINESS TROUBLES. 


AMERICAN TIN-PLATE & STEEL TOOL 
COMPANY IN COURT, 

In the court proceedings of Tuesday it was 
noted that James F. Duffy bad commenced an 
nction in trespass against James Mooney, John 
L. Burleigh, Edward Brown, and William C. 
Cavanaugh to recover $15,000 damages. Col. 
Burleigo is a well-known actor, formerly the 
colleague of George C. Miln, aud Mooney is a 
member of the detective firm of Mooney & Bo- 
land. The other two defendants age vilicers em- 
ployed by Mooney, and the trespass, it is said, 
consisted in the defendants taking forable pos- 
session of the works of the American Tin-Piate 
& Steel Tool Company, at South Chicago, and 
the ejectment of Duffy, the Superintendent, on 
March 3. The causes leading up to this, 
as related on Duffy's side, are some- 
what In the summer of 1881 
Mr. was Superintendent of the 
Duffy Tool Company- of which Mooney was 
Treasurer and Burleigh Secretary—and had 
been granted a patent on a new process for tin- 
piating. it is alleged that Mooney induced 
Duffy tosever all Chicago connections in April, 
1882, and give the following New Eork capital- 
ists an interest in the business: 
one-fourth interest, for $5,000; Samuel Board- 
man. P. McCann, aud James Mooney, each one- 
eighth, at $2,500. None of them gave any 
security, it is said, except Boardman, they simply 
promising to honor drafts. Duffy alleges that 
be relied on them and went ahead, but at a time 
when be was in the greatest need of money they 
cunspired together not to pay him anything, and 
tried to persuade him to form a corporation 
under the laws of New York. Having no other 
means of carrving out his enterprise Duffy con- 
sented, and the American Tin-Piate & Steel Tool 
company was organized, all of the property, 
patents, etc.. being turned in. Duffy says he 
was to get stock for his share, and as Superin- 
tendent receive a salary and 25 per cent of the 
profits. But, he alleges, ne never got stock or 
salary, and bas beeu discharged without cause, 
the corporation taking forcible possession, with 
the intention ot reaping the profits of his in- 
vention. Duffy also tells of other transactions 
involved, in which, be says, be was taken ad- 
vantage of by the corporation. There is now a 
motion pending for the appointment of a Re- 
ceiver. Buricigh, who is made one of the de- 
fendauts, is said to bave been present at the 
ejectment merely in the capacity of a mutual 
friend. Mr. Mooney could not be found yester- 
day, but itis claimed in bis behalf that Duffy 
nade representations which were not founded 
upon fact, and that asa man Duffy is visionary 
aud impractical. Messrs. Flower. Remy & Gren- 
ory, who nave been representing Mr. Mooney. 
ha ve for certain reasons dropped the case. but 
not, they say, on account of anything affecting 
its merits.

Ilowa's Liquor Amendment Before the 
Supreme Court, 

Counci. Buiurrs, Ia., March 21.—[Special. } 
In the Supreme Court here today the peti- 
tion for a rehearing in the now much-mooted 
amendment case came up for partial consid- 
eration on a motion to strike the petition 
from the files. The grounds of the motion 
were that the original parties to the action 
had, prior to the filing of the petition, settled 
their controversy in accordance with the 
judgment rendered at the January term 
of the court in Des Moines; that tiie 
judgment was paid, and that there was 
no authority for the appearance of 
counsel filing the petition. The motion 
was overruled and the cause called for 
argument, Chief-Justice Day, in his rulmg, 
stating that whilst it was probably true that 
the original parties to the action would be 
satisfied with the decision already rendered, 
and that, as far as they were concerned per- 
sonally, the court could do nothing to their 
prejudice, yet they could not thus deprive 
the court of the opportunity for a reinvesti- 
gation of the question, it bem one of so 
much public importance. He stated the 
principal question now pressed for consider- 
ation by those appearing for the petition for 
rehearing was one touching the juris- 
diction of the court. and that in 
a question of so much publie importance the 
court would always inquire into its jurisdic- 
tion regardless of what the parties might do 
by way of settling among themselves. The 
fact that the particular phase of the case 
was one to which but little if any considera- 
tion was given at the former hearing, and the 
intimation of the Chief Justice that it was 
the unanimous desire of the court to re- 
examine this question in the light of the ad- 
ditional authorities jresented, occasions 
much interest and speculation as to what the 
court will finally do in the matter. The cause 
was continued at the request of the appellee 
to the Davenport term and set down for ar- 
gument Tuesday, April 3. Attorney-Gen- 
eral McPherson, United States Senator Wil- 
son, Judge Nourse, and Judge Cole, of Des 
Moines, will argue iu favor of sustaining the 
amendment, and will be opposed by Senator 
Bills, of Davenport, and ex-United States 
Senator Wright, of Des Moines. 


Prospects of the Various Liguor Bills 
Beitore the Onio Assembiy. 

CotumBoes, O., March 21.—[{Special.]—The 
conference committee appointed to consider 
the Kenney amendment resolution is com- 
posed of Messrs. Kenney, Perkins, and 
Jones of the Senate, and Messrs. Pugley, 
Thorpe, and McCullough of the House. Mr. 
Jones, of the Senate, is the only Democrat 
who voted tor the original Kenney resolu- 
tion providing for legislative control; and 
Mr. McCullough is one of the Democrats of 
the House who voted for the resolution as 
amended by the House. The committee held 
a meeting tonight, but came to no agreement, 
and will meet tomorrow evening again. 
Senator Kenney, who is a mem- 
ber of the conference committee, 
was asked to give his views as to the feeling 
in relation to the liquor-traffic amendments, 
At this time he said that it would be impos- 
sible to foretell the exact outcome: that while 
the Senate had undergone no change in the 
views entertained when they voted for the 
single proposition of legislative control, they 
were of course ready to join in the next best 
thing so that something might be done; that 
they were first for legislative control: 
then, for legislative control coupled with 
an alternative prohibitory proposition; 
then, not gaining this, he thought 
a proposition containing what the 
House thought they had in their last amend- 
ment—to-wit.: prohibition and tax, with 
power to license—might possibly be con- 
curred in. The Senate, of course, wants a 
proposition embodying as much legislative 
control as possible. The House has evaded 
a straight and fair vote on legislative con- 
trol. That proposition has been before the 
House coupled with something else, but the 
liouse has persistently refused to tackle the 
question straight. The Senator was of the 
opinion that the members of the House were 
not aware of the real strength of the proposi- 
tion, which in his mind was the strongest one 
throughout the State. There was every dis- 
position on the part of the Senate to concede 
personal views that some definit action might 
be taken in the matter. When asked his 
idea cf the probability of the passage of a 
liguor law this session the Senator gave it as 
his opinion that such a law would yet be 
assed before the Sixty-fifth Assembly ad- 
journs. There were three bills now before 
the House, and the Pond bill in the Senate, 
He said that each bill had its cul- 
iar merit according to the particular 
way of thinking of its champions; that 
as far as the Pond bill was concerned, it, 
perhaps, would not be crowded to the front 
to the disadvantage of the other bills previ- 
ously introdaced; in fact, of the three bills, 
he thought there might be a prejudice 
against the Pond bil as to name, which 
would not affect either of the others: that 
the people generally would not look with 
the same favor upon a Pond bill as they 
would have done had not a bill bearing that 
title so stirred the different elements of 
the State the last year. He did not 
think Senator Pond had any ardent 
expectations for the success of his bill, but, 
having carried it all winter, he had finally 
concluded to shove itin to follow the rest of 
them. While there were many emotional 
persons among the radical temperance peo- 
le who were opposed to repealing the old 
aw prohibiting the sellmg of liquor to be 
drank on the premises, the Senator thought, 
as the law was in facta dead letter, any tax- 
law thatis passed should repeal this law; 
that one of the strongest grounds of oppo- 
sion to the Pond law was that it 
proposed to impose a penalty 
on a basiness which was prohibited by an- 
other statute. Mr. Lock’s was merely an 
excise law assessing the amount of business 
done, and was searcely as well intended to 
meet the demands of the people as the Scott 
bill, which seemed to have the most numer- 
ous advocates. The real idea that should 
predominate is that of passing a bill that 
lacked hostility of spirit or showed any rabid 
disposition to absolutely wipe out a special 
business. The radical temperance men were 
of course disposed to utterly destroy the 
liquor traffic, when the effort should be made 
now to exercise some control over it.

The Assembly 
bill taxing telephone companies 8 per cent of 
their gross receipts in this State, which was 
ordered to a third reading last evening, was 
today reconsidered, the rate reduced to 1 per 
cent, and the measure again ordered to a 
third reading. ‘The Senate bill allowing the 
establishment of private insane hospitals and 
exempting their property from taxation was 
concurred in. The Assembly bill allowing 
villages and towns to farm out prison labor 
from the county jail was killed. The Assem- 
-bly bill exempting from tax the property of 
gymastic societies, after a long and eventful 
history, was tonight ordered to a third read- 
ing. Assembly bills were passed incorpo- 
rating the City of Kewaunee and creating the 
County of Sawyer out of a portien of Bur- 
nett County. An attempt was made at the

Ine public telegrams from Liverpool called 
wheat 6d per quarter lower there, and some par- 
ties professed to have news of cloudy skies and 
colder weather on the Pacific slope, which was 
regarded as favorable to rain in the near 
future. All this was favorable to weakness, 
and some holders sold freely, while there was a 
moderate volume of quiet buying, perhaps 
based on the receipt of private cables noting a 
steadier tone in England, with some gloomy 
forecasts from interior points which had hitb- 
erto reported hopefully about prospeets for our 
next crop of winter wheat.

Lake Freight. 

Freight rates on grain to Lake Erie ports have 
undoubtedly reached the minimun for the pres- 
ent—3\ cents a bushel on wheat and 3 cents on 
corn to Buffalo—and if the word of vessel-own- 
ers and agents is worth anything, there wili be 
no further shading of rates till the transporta- 
tion line steamers go into commission, and it is 
doubtful, they say. if these lines will carry grain 
for less figures than are prevalent at the pres- 
ent time. One fact is in vesselmen’s favor: 
There is one-third less grain tonnage at this 
port at present than there was at the opening 
of navigation in 1882. while the grain in 
store is nearly double what it was in 
that year. The majority of vesselmen 
at this port profess to belleve that 
this season will be a great improvement over 
last nothwithstanding the probably small in- 
quiry that will be made for vessels to carry iron 
ore, owing to the present depression in the iron- 
trade. Lumber freights will probably average 
as well as last year, if they are not better, owing 
to the immense stocks at the different lumber 
shipping points, Very little new tonnage, com- 
paratively, has been added during the winter to 
that afloat at the close of navigation last fallt, 
and the immense amount of grain and lumber, 
to say nothing of iron-ore, together with the 
coal trade, gives promise of a good paying sea- 
son for vessels—not one of the old-time bonanza 
seasons, when a vessel would earn ber cost in 
one season, but a season that will leave vessel- 
owners a fair interest ou the money invested. 
The season promises to be a short one—most 
likely about seven months—and that will in it- 
self have a tendency to keep freight rates u 
The Toronto Globe, in the course of an article 
on the prospects of ‘the present season of navi- 
gation, says: There is nothing in the signals 
at any of the stations on the long line of lakes 
and rivers that leads to the expectation of an 
early opening of navigation. At the Far West 
the port of Duluth is locked up in ice. At Prince 
Arthur’s Landing the observation is made that 
there will be no sailing there before May. The 
St. Mary’s River is expected to be open earlier. 

The Detroit Kiver and Lake and River St. Clair 
will not be so late as many otber localities. 
Lake Michigun ports are not generally ina 
very backward situation. The opening of the 
port of Buffalo is usually dependent on the 
state of Lake Erie ice. The Weliand Canal is 
not spoken of beyond the announcement 
advertised by the Superintendent of the canal 
that vessels must lift their bowsprits on the 
passage through the Welland. There will be 
very little talk of sailing here for two weeks to 
come, which will carry us into April, The ice is 
as firm today as it. was on any day this winter, 
and there is uo sign that it will be cleared out 
before the first week of April. But there is no 
anxiety cxpessed by vessel- men on the subject 
of late sailing. From what is known at present 
there is not enough in the prospects to make au 
earlier start more desirable than a later one. So 
that vessel-men can cheerfully oecupy their time 
culking and painting instead of sailing at low 
rates with nothing in them. In years past it has 
frequently happened that the Chicago and Buffa- 
io fleet had wade a trip before the Welland Canal 
was opened. But from the accounts of the ice 
in the Straits it would appear likely enough that 
the canal will be open as early as the Straits of 
Mackinaw. There is nothing new being men- 
tioned in the way of charters or rates for carry- 
ing. it is still said that lumber and coarse 
freight are likely to be short of what they were 
last yeur. A probable falling-off in railroad- 
building will make a change in the demand for 
railway ties and telegraph poles. The increase 
of the duty on iron-ore entering the United 
States will check this branch of carrying. But 
it cannot be questioned that a considerably 
larger quantity of grain will be offered for car- 
riage this year than there was last year. Wheth- 
er the rate will be better, or how much better it 
will be, are questions that no one really can 
answer.

8 per cent interest until 

she could redeem it. She subsequentiy obtained 
a deed from the university, and Gibbs then 
agreed to lend her $1,500 on the property, but 
failed to do 80. About the same time Mrs. 
Rogers was behbu.dhand on her taxes on ber 
houses No. 415 West Madison street and No. 415 
West Monroe street, and empioyed Gibbs to take 
up a tax certificate in the hands of D. J. Hub- 
bard and bold it until she could pay it. Gibbs 
did so, and was paid $375 within a few weeks 
thereafter, the amount he had paid for the cer- 
tificate, but has falled to surrender the latter. 
claiming it bad been wisiaid or lost. Since 
then a tax-deed nas issued under this certificate 
to one William J. Crow. in October 
1879, Mrs. Rowers borrowed $1,200 from the Prai- 
rie State Bank and, gave it to Gibbs, together 
with a note for $100 made by H. O. McDaid, witb 
directions to the former to pay off the Fisk note 
and the taxes on the property, amouuating in all 


to about $1,220. She alleges he failed utterly to 


do this, and the Madison street property was 
sold for taxes, In May, 1880, Gibbs represented 
that he had money lying idle which de was anx- 
ious to invest at 8 per cent, and induced Mrs.

property. and would put them into tax-deeds as 
soon as sible, and sue had not a scratch ofa 
pen to show against him; that de was a lawyer 
and had her tight,” but if she would convey to 
him the Evanston property for $2.500, subject to 
the 81.200 incumbrance, be would immediately 
surrender all the tax-certificates, and would ac- 
count for all moneys he had received belonging 
to her. The Evanston property was worth for 
more than Gibbs offered, but, “believing the 
Suid Gibbs to be dishonest and unscrupujous,”’ 
Mrs. Rogers was induced to execute a deed of 
the Evanston lot to Gibbs.

She then placed 
it in the hands of L. H. Bisbee on similar condi- 
tions, but he, she alleges, in violation of his 
trust, surrendered it to Gibbs in some way. 
Gibbs then sold the property to A. O. Butler. 
and he to Mattie E. Whipple, the wife of the 
tenant of complainant, who had been occupying 
the premises for years pr or. Mrs. Rogers now 
asks that these deeds ry all be set aside as 
fraudulent, and that Gi bbs may be compelled to 
surrender the tax certificates and compelled to 
account for all the moneys he, has received be- 
longing to her, and also asks that Mrs. Whipple 
may be enjoined from selling or encumbering 
the Evanston property until the final disposition 
of the suit.

* Wouldn't these savings banks come in con- 
flict with the National banks?’ 

“No. They would benetit them. The two 
lines of business are essentially distinct. Tne 
commercial banks should not loun on mortgages, 
and the National banks are pronibited from do- 
ing it except to secure a prefxisting debt. On 
the contrary, a savings bank should puta large 
— 22 ot its money in mortguges—the best 

ind of paper for them: and, on the other hand. 
the whole Community is benetited by the 
accumulation of large sums to be loaned on 
mortgages. I am not familiar with the pro- 
posed Illinois law. The laws of the dilterent 
States East vary as to the kind of securities the 
funds may be invested in. In all States the. 
savings banks are allowed to put a considerable 
portion of the money in mortgages; in others a 
certaio percentage may be put in State, United 
States, and railroad bonds.“ 

Would the establishment of such banks have 
any effect on the rate of interest?” — 

“ Yes; the tendency would be to lower it— 
that is where the community would be bene- 
fited. Only the money-lenders would suffer. I 
think it would be unwise, though, to prescribe 
that such a percentage of the funds should be 
put iu this class of securities and such a per- 
centage in that class; it would be better to pre- 
scribe in a general way what securities 
may be invested in and let the 
olficers select the securities, since one kind may 

ay the depositors best this year and another 

ind next year. The system is an admirable 
one, and with the right kind of men would be a 
great success here.“

Mr. Bonney said: I am not 
prepared to speak of the details of the bill, but 
i understand that it is substantially like those 
of New York and Massachusetts. I think it very 
important that-a proper Savings-Bank bill be 
passed at the present session of the Legislature, 
but I fear that the pending bill is too full of de- 
tails to secure the best practical operation. Ex- 
ceasive legislation on nearly all topics is one of 
the greatest eviis of the day. A set of cast-iron 
rules to govern savings-banks or any other in- 
stitution is quite as likely to make troubie as to 
secure safety.“ :

‘i think its vital principle should be to make 
the bank and ali parties connected with it trua- 
tees in equity, and answerable for their conduct 
as such.
